Charles Zettek is forthright and con-

anyone in the village. I'll do it because I 
know it and if I didn't believe it I 
wouldn't have taken the job.

believe in yourself," he said. 


Zettek gave his views about his new 


job and how he'll fill the part-time posi- 
tion until May, 1973, in an interview 
shortly after he was sworn into office 
June!. 


BECAUSE HE believes the president 


of the village should be self-employed 
and always available, he said he was re- 
luctant to take the job when it was first 
proposed to him the night of May 25. 


Zettek is employed as an assistant 


manager for Western Electric Co.'s Ci-

cero plant where he has worked for 20 
years. 


He said he told the board he couldn't 


spend the time that Pahl spent and that 
the board understands. He said he just 
doesn't have the time. 


"I don't intend to lobby in Springfield 


or Washington and I don't intend to get 
on 100 plus one committees all over the 
state," he said, referring to Pahl's work 
in inter-governmental affairs. 


"Not that this isn't good," he asserted. 


"This is wonderful . . .this helps the 
community, but I just can't do that and 
the board knows that." 


Zettek, 44, father of three sons, said 


the job of president requires an entirely 
different approach than a trustee's role. 


"AS CHIEF ADMINISTRATOR, the 


president provides leadership," he said. 
Zettek, by his own admission, has "great 
influence" and respect on the board. 


Zettek on occasion has praised Pahl 


for being a "capable and able leader who 
will be missed terribly." He also has 
said he will seek Pahl's consul when the 
situation requires it. However, he added 
that he will run the president's office dif- 
ferently. 


"I don't have to be here to run this 


village. I can do it from this machine," 
he said, pointing to a dictaphone on his 
desk. Some of his work will be done at 
night, he added. 


"I have no fears about running this vil- 


lage. None at all. It'll be -run with a 
strong hand. 


"I'll know everything that's happening 


in it and I'll run it well. I'll delegate and 
if it does not get done I'll know why." 


Asked if the village needed a full-time 


president, he said: 


"THIS VILLAGE does not need a full- 


time president. What it needs is able ad- 
ministration ... and it has had it." 


He cited the various village depart- 


ments from Village Mgr. Charles Willis'

Official Sees Low-Income Housing As Impractical 


by BOB LAHEY 


Arlington Heights Mayor Jack Walsh 


Wednesday told a group seeking to "open 
up the suburbs" to low-income housing 
that their goal is politically impractical 
and infeasible. 


He said the answer to the problem lies 


in development of new communities. 


Walsh appeared before about 150 advo- 


cates of suburban low-income housing at 
the same time that the village Plan Com- 
mission was hearing arguments on the 
proposed Lincoln Green moderate-in- 
come housing project on the St. Viator 
High School land. 


The meeting in Chicago was sponsored 


by the National Council of Christians and 
Jews and was attended by leaders of 17 
organizations such as the Leadership 
Council for Metropolitan Open Housing, 
the League of Women Voters, the 
NAACP, the North Suburban Housing 
Coalition and others. Walsh was the only 
elected official on the program. 


During brief remarks following the 


main address of the evening, Walsh told 
the group, "To my mind there is a cer- 
tain degree of impracticality in the way 
you are trying to inject low income hous- 
ing into suburban communities." 


Asked by a member of the audience to 


amplify that remark, he declared, "Po- 
litically, this is not a popular thing — I 
think it's not even a feasible thing." 


Walsh declared that he had a deep con- 


cern over the question of low income 
housing, but that he had made no com- 
mitment on it. "Being an avocational 
mayor and a vocational businessman, I 
find great demands on my time," he 
said. 


"I cannot enjoy the luxury of any com- 


mitment which does not lead to practical 
results." 


Walsh reiterated his invitation to Chi- 


cago Mayor Richard J. Daley to meet 
with suburban officials for a joint dis- 
cussion on low-income housing in the en- 
tire metropolitan area. 


He noted that repeated invitations to 


Daley have been ignored. "I think a 
great many suburban officials could be 
brought together if Daley would cooper- 
ate. Then we could commence to begin 
attacking the problem." 


Walsh said he hopes "to continue to 


approach the problem with an open 
mind." But, he said, "I don't think the 
answer is in whether Arlington Heights 
accepts the Viatorian project. I don't 
think the answer is in putting a few 
homesites in a city of thousands and 
thousands of people." 


Referring to a need for a com- 


prehensive metropolitan approach to 
housing, he said, "Nobody has even told 
me yet how many people need to be ac- 
commodated." 


"I think the answer lies in the new 


towns concept." 


Walsh defended suburban zoning regu- 


lations which had been described by oth- 
er speakers as exclusionary of the poor.

looking for weeds. 


Residents on whose property weeds are 


found will be notified by the township tc 
cut their weeds, according to Lee. If the> 
refuse, the thistle commissioner will dr 
the task for them and bill the propertj 
owners, he said. 


If someone refuses to pay, "we'll place 


a lien against their property," said Lee, 
adding that the town board recently 
passed an ordinace to this effect. 


Maulding is experienced in weed cut- 


ting, Lee said, largely because he is a 
landscaper and has the equipment. He 
was chosen by the board over another 
candidate, Gerald Smiley, of Elk Grove 
Village. 


Some of the unincorporated areas the 


thistle commissioner will patrol include 
Forest View subdivision, Lake Briar- 
wood, and Waycinden Park, as well as 
other areas along township roads and 


"I would like to point out," he said, "that 
they were not designed and have not 
been perpetuated for the purpose of ex- 
cluding anyone." He said most were 
written 10 to 15 years ago for the purpose 
of "developing the community properly." 


Earlier in the meeting, the executive

He said a major obstacle had been to 


get the first community to agree, be-

At the beginning of his remarks Walsh 


jokingly said he had been invited be- 
cause he happened to be "the guy who is 
sitting with his hand on the phi of the. 
pop-off valve."

Ask Zoning Denial 
For Housing Plan

The Arlington Heights Plan Commis- 


sion voted Wednesday to recommend de- 
nial of rezoning to allow a moderate-in- 
come housing project on the Viatorian 
land. 


The request for rezoning, presented by 


the Metropolitan Housing Development 
Corporation, will now be forwarded to 
the Arlington Heights Village Board for a 
final decision, probably at the board's 
first meeting in July. 


The commission's decision, passed by 


a 9-2 vote, was greeted by loud applause 
from the audience. 


Lincoln Green, the moderate-income 


housing development, was proposed for a 
15-acre portion of the land that also in- 
cludes St. Viator High School, 1213 E. 
Oakton St. The housing site fronts on Eu- 
clid Street between Drury Lane and Dry- 
den Place. At present, the site is zoned 
for single-family units and the MHDC 
was requesting multi-family zoning. 


THE PROPOSAL includes 100 one-bed- 


room, 48 two-bedroom, 30 three-bedroom 
and 12 four-bedroom units for a total of 
190. The $4 million development would 
include two-story townhouse-styled apart- 
ments and would rent to moderate in- 
come families earning between $5,000 


f 
and $12,000. 


During MHDC's presentation, Marvin 


Chandler, its president, said if the devel- 
opment was approved MHDC would form 
a citizens advisory group to help in plan- 
ning and managing the development. 


"All individuals and organizations who 


have shown an interest, favorable or oth- 
erwise, in the development" would be 
asked to serve on the committee, Chan- 
dler said. 


He said members of the committee 


would be appointed by the village presi- 
dent and MHDC would work to try to 


implement the committee's suggestions. 


Chandler said MHDC officials wanted 


to reaffirm their-willingness "to work 
with the citizens of Arlington Heights to 
make the development an asset to the 
community." 


WILLIAM J. MOORE, attorney repre- 


senting two homeowners groups In the 
area of the project, said he would like to 
eliminate "the social issue, which is on 
the conscience of us all" from the dis- 
cussion. 


He asked the commission to look at the 


issue as a question of land use in a par- 
ticular location. 


Moore said some of MHDC's reports 


and studies included conclusions that 
were "self-serving and self-drawn." 


The attorney said there might be a 


place somewhere in the village for mod- 
erate-income housing, but the Viatorian 
land wasn't it. 


In making the motion for denial, Leo 


Mueller, a member of the plan commis- 
sion, said that at no point had it been 
shown that the development was not 
high-density spot zoning. He said the 
plan commission would be "derelict in 
its duties to approve the project." 


THE MOTION was seconded by plan 


commission member David Patterson. 
The only "no" votes on the motion to 
deny the zoning request were cast by 
John Langhenry and Madeline Schroe- 
der, members of the commission. 


After the vote was taken, MHDC offi- 


cials were told the final decision will be 
made by the village board at a date yet 
to be determined. 


Chandler said MHDC planned to follow 


through on its request and appear before 
the village board. Asked if MHDC would 
take the issue to court, Chandler merely 
replied, "We'll cross that bridge when 
we come to it."

Duffy Kilrain Undergoes Surgery 


Surgery was scheduled for 5 p.m. yes- 


terday for Duffy Kilrain.13. a Hoffman 
Estates youth in the news the past two 
weeks as he fights for life in St. Alexius 
Hospital, Elk Grove Village. 


Doctors believed Duffy was bleeding 


i n t e r n a l l y , and yesterday morning 
planned surgery to try to determine the 
cause and correct the problem, said his 
mother. Mrs. W. Hogy. 


Duffy was struck by a car June 4 on 


Higgins Road, east of Harrington Road, 
in front of his home, when he ran into 
the road. He rnmained unconscious in 
the intensive care unit at the hospital, 
listed in critical condition until Saturday, 
when he improved to the point where he 
was termed serious. 


SINCE THE WEEKEND, he has been 


in a semi-conscious state, at times speak- 
ing with hospital personnel and his fami- 
ly. Tuesday, he was alert and aware of 
his surroundings for a two-hour stretch, 
the longest period since the accident, 
said Mrs. Hogy. 


His mother was allowed to feed him 


sherbet Tuesday, and he has been drink- 
ing juices and water as doctors permit it. 
He also was given a haircut. 


Early yesterday morning, Mrs. Hogy 


said she believed "things are really go- 
ing well." Duffy seemed to show steady 
improvement, she said. 


After learning later in the morning sur- 


gery was to be performed, she still re- 
mained confident Duffy can recover. "I 


have complete confidence in the doctors 
and the hospital," she said. 


When Duffy was first injured, doctors 


believed he might have sustained severe 
brain injuries during impact in the ac- 
cident, although there were no apparent 
cranial injuries. Doctors gave the family 
"no hope" for recovery, Mrs. Hogy said 
then. 


Even after Duffy showed substantial 


improvement, recognizing his parents 
and shaking, hands with them, doctors 
cautioned Mr. and Mrs. Hogy not to be 
"overly optimistic." Duffy still is not 
"over the hump," they said, and recov- 
ery is not certain. The doctors still are 
unable to assess the extent of brain dam- 
age Duffy may have sustained.

"THIS IS a difficult year," Mrs. Foster 


said. "I had one young man call who had 
tried to apply for a job, and they already 
had 200 applicants." 


But for the younger children, many 


only 10 and 11 years old, the jobs are 
more temporary and requests for help 
from residents can be filled quickly, she 
said. 


"I've been able to fill some jobs within 


minutes," Mrs. Foster said, explaining 
some of them involve window washing, 
ironing and baby-sitting. 


Calls for help come in almost every 


day, she said, and sometimes involve 
chores homeowners have almost done 
themselves. 


"We had a call from a fellow who had 


started to paint his house and had be- 


come very discouraged. He decided he 
didn't really have time and would like to 
hire some young people. We sent two col- 
lege boys to him," she said. 


Some of the longer term jobs, especial- 


ly baby-sitting and mother's helper jobs 
for working mothers or single parents re- 
quire more consideration before a young- 
ster is placed, and follow-up afterward, 
she said. 


"I like to talk to the youngsters' par- 


ents and then make sure the girls will fit 
in with the family they are working for," 
she said. 


Mrs. Foster said she expects the calls 


to keep coming in with temporary jobs. 


"I think we have established that we 


are here and available to the commu- 
nity," she said. "By having a good back- 
log of youngsters who want to work I can 
fill requests." 


SHE SAID, the willingness of the 


young workers sometimes amazes her. 


"I had the cutest 11-year-old boy come 


in and he wanted to wash windows," she 
said. "The only house I had was two sto- 
ries and I said he was a little small, but 
he just looked at me and said, 'Well, if 
the lady will hold the ladder for me, I'll 
do it.' " 


After talking to the boy's mother, Mrs 


Foster placed a note on his application 
card — "one-story houses only."

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Blindness Fails To Deter Her Career 
Zettek Is Confident 


Medicine has always ranked high on 


the list of interests for Cynthia Lassater 
of Wheeling and even blindness could not 
stop her from a career in medicine. 


The young woman, a medical trans- 


criber in the radiology (X-ray) depart- 
ment at Holy Family Hospital in Des 
Plaines, recently was voted "Employe of 
the Year" by the hospital staff. 


Mrs. Lassater began training for her 


medical career several years ago when 
she became blind while studying to be- 
come a nurse. 


"I had been in nurses training for 2Mi 


years and bad six months to go when I 
started to become blind," she recalled. 
"Of course. I had to quit. I had always 
been interested in medicine. 
Medical 


transcribing was a related field, so 1 
went into It. It wasn't too hard (or me, 
because I really wanted to learn and I 


worked at it." 


MRS. LASSATER'S job involves trans- 


cribing doctors' reports on the results of 
X-rays taken in the Holy Family radio- 
logy department. She estimated that she 
types about 75 reports a day. 
jtorn and raised in Sterling, about 120 
miles southwest of Chicago, Mrs. Lassa- 
ter studied to be a medical typist at the 
Ughthouse for the Blind in Chicago. 


The training program lasted for six 


months. A major part of the program 
involved instruction in the operation of 
the dictaphone and use of the typewriter. 
Learning to type accurately wiis the 
hardest part of the program, she said. 


While studying at the Lighthouse, Mrs. 


Lassater also met her future husband. 
Also visually handicapped, he manages 
the cafeteria at Ekco Products Co. in 
Wheeling. They have meen married 


nearly two years. 


MRS. LASSATER said her biggest sat- 


isfaction in her work comes from feeling 
" . . . that I'm really needed in my job. 
And the people here are always ready to 
help me if I need it." 


She received the "Employe of the 


Year" award — a specially engraved 
plaque — at an awards dinner which also 
commemorated the hospital's 10th anni- 
versary. 


Employes from 13 hospital depart- 


ments were nominated for the award. 
From these, five finalists were selected. 
A vote by all Holy Family employes 
found Mrs. Lassater the winner. 


Her reaction? 
"It was exciting and thrilling." 
Did she give a thank-you speech? 
"No, I was scared enough as it was," 


she said.

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Tax Bill 'Sting'? Go To The Board Of Appeals

There is no good reason for a property 


owner who thinks he is getting "stung" 
00 his tax bill to sit back and take it 
without a whimper 
: If he suspects the assessed valuation 
^Teflected on the bill is erroneous, he may 
|o to the assessor's Office of Taxpayer's 
."Assistance on the third floor of the Coun- 
;ty Building, lie N 
Clark. Chicago. 


•There, a complete review of his property 
.fecords will be conducted, and if a mis- 
take is found the tax bill will be adjust- 
ed 


. 
On the other hand, if the assessment is 


found to be correct, the property owner 
determined to lower his valuation must 
take formal action through the Board of 
(tax) Appeals This, however, in no way 
affects his most recent tax bill 
. 
"Once tax bills are issued, there is ab- 


solutely no recourse at the Board of Ap- 
peals," explains Harry Semrow, one of 
two elected board members But appeal 
•ction does offer the hope of tax relief on 
future bills 


EACH PARCEL OF property in Cook 


'County is reassessed once every four 
years, in accordance with state law Be- 
cause of the scope of the job, the "qua- 
drenmals" are conducted on a continuing 
basis by breaking up Cook County into 
four geographic areas or quadrants 
• For example. Schaumburg, Elk Grove 
and Maine townships are among 10 town- 
ships making up Quadrant Number Two, 
and will undergo reassessment during 
.1973 
. At the same time, the Board of Ap- 
peals each year sets up its schedule of 
hearings by geographic area, designating 
l>y township 10-day periods dunng which 
1t will receive formal protests 


"The sequence in which we hear com- 


plaints depends on when the assessor de- 
livers his (assessment) books," explains 
Harry Semrow. one of two members 
elected to the Board of Appeals He em- 
phasizes that a taxpayer «eekine board 
action must file a complaint dunng the 
JO-day period set aside for his township 
' "OTHERWISE, we can do nothing for 
•Him until the next session," says Sem- 
row 


Currently, notices of hearings are pub- 


lished in newspaper legal advertise- 
ments, as required by state law Or a 
taxpayer may find out when his town- 
ship s 10-day filing period is by calli.ig 
the Board of Appeals office. 321-5542 


If a property owner hopes to gain any 


measure of long-term relief in his assess- 
ment, he would be wise to appeal dunng 
the session immediately following the 
quadrennial, officials stress Otherwise, 
lie may find himself going back before 


the board one, two or three years later, 
for even in the wake of a favorable ap- 
peal, the couny assessor normally will 
push the assessment back up during the 
regular four-year review 


Even following this advice, tax offi- 


cials say, the taxpayer bent on keeping 
his assessment down would probably 
have to file protests at least once every 
four years 


"If the board grants relief, it normally 


will extend only to the next quadren- 
nial," Semrow explains. 


BOARD OF APPEALS officials em- 


phasize a homeowner must personally 
file his protest In the case of a business, 
the attorney representing the firm may 
file 


After filing, the property owner will be 


notified of the exact time and date set 
for his hearing 


The appeals board, as a quasi-judicial 


body, can make judgments only on the 
basis of facts This, in turn, makes it 


incumbent on the appellant to be well 
armed with evidence substantiating a 
claim of over-assessment.. 


Such evidence takes many forms. It 


may be a sales contract showing proper- 
ty value depressed because of neighbor- 
hood deterioration. Or it could be a buy- 
er-seller agreement reflecting a market 
price sharply reduced from the original 
value on which the assessor's reproduc- 
tion cost was determined when the home 
was new 


Other evidence could be tax state- 


ments, income records, photographs or 
documentation by a professional ap- 
praiser. 


Essentially, anything in black and 


white that supports claims of over-as- 
sessment will be considered by the 
board. 


THE TWO MEMBERS of the Board of 


Appeals hear from 6,000 to 10,000 cases 
annually during a "session" that may 
last as long as 11 months. 


The most recent session began in June 


of last year and, after a series of stor- 
my hearings involving Chicago loop 
building owners, finally came to an end 
in late April. 


County officials blamed in part, the un- 


precedented 2Vi-month delay in issuing 
1970 tax bills on the heavy schedule be- 
fore the board. 


Once the hearings are completed, tax 


records are returned to the county asses- 
sor's office for the necessary adjust- 
ments prior to billing. 


"We're the last people to have any- 


thing to do with tax bills, so to speak," 
Semrow notes. 


The appeals process is the only re- 


course available to property owners, 
short of formal legal action, which nor- 
mally is too costly and troublesome for 
the average homeowner to take. 


COUNTY OFFICIALS sternly warn the 


disgruntled taxpayer not to ignore his 
tax bill. Unpaid taxes are ultimately 
"auctioned off to buyers who will charge 
the property owner hefty interest rates to 


reclaim the funds. 


And repeated non-payment of taxes 


can lead to forfeiture of property. 


The County Treasurer's office late 


each year sends "Final Notices" to tax- 
payers whose bills are listed as unpaid 
Sometimes, due to clerical errors, a pay- 
ment is not credited to the appropriate 
bill. 


Taxpayers who have paid their bills 


but nevertheless receive a "Final No- 
tice" should notify the treasurer's office 
immediately.

Check the radiator. If water is rusty or 


filled with scum, flush out the radiator 
and replace with fresh water. 


The air passages in the radiator core 


cften fill up with dirt, leaves and dead 
bugs.

time to direct a stream of water through 
the radiator core from the inside. 


Don't overfill the radiator, gas tank or 


battery m hot weather. 


When you fin the tank try to do so 


while you still have some driving ahead 
of you, especially if the weather is hot. 
You can then lower the level of the fuel 
by using it instead of finding it m a 
puddle around your parked car. 


Check tire pressure but do so when the 


tires are cool. Let the car stand a few 
hours if you have been driving since heat 
builds up pressure inside the tires. 


Don't bleed air from tires when they 


are hot Let them cool, then check the 
pressure. 


If you've been driving a long time on a 


hot day let your engine cool off by idling 
it a few moments before turning it off. 
This will drain off some heat and can 
prevent damage to engine parts. (News- 
paper Enterprise Assn.)

Combination C is a transitional pattern 


piece struck in 1859 merely to judge the 
effectiveness of the new design and not 
as a legitimate coin Although a few of 
these patterns are known to exist, they 
were never placed in circulation. Note 
that there is no indication of the issuing 
authority, "United States of America," 
on either side. 


While all this was going on with the 


dime, the same thing was happening to 
the half-dime, an obvious economy mea- 
sure, since the dies for the half-dime and 
dime could be cut from the same master 
art. 


AS A REVERSE design, the two half- 


wreaths of cotton, corn, wheat and to- 
bacco were deemed proper and in 1860 
(combination D) was issued. Liberty was 
untouched but the required United States 
of America suitably replaced the 13 
stars. 


This design existed for 31 years, 1860 to 


1891, which was six years, longer than the 


mandatory 25-year design service period. 
But in all, Gobrecht's Lady on a Rock 
outlasted any other design with the ex- 
ception of the Lincoln head on our pre- 
sent cent. 


Oddly enough, the title of this article 


did not end with the discontinuance of 
the Seated Liberty dime in 1891. The 
Barber-head series issued from 1892 to 
1916 differed only on the obverse. The 
reverse in combination D remained.

Name Of Courts 


. Urgent action is required by the 
Illinois Supreme Court to remove a 
grave stigma placed on the judicial 
tystem in Cook County by an or- 
ganization of 1,200 members of the 
legal profession. 


The Chicago Council of Lawyers 


has charged that only two of the 
107 politically appointed magis- 
trates in the county are qualified 
as judicial officers. Under terms of 
tfie new state constitution, all 107 
are eligible for promotion to the 
status of associate circuit judges 
oft July 1, if approved by a screen- 
ing committee of circuit judges. 


After a two-month investigation, 


the lawyers' council concluded that 
82 of the 107 magistrates 
are 


"Clearly unfit to hold any judicial 
office" They described the re- 
maining 23 simply as "not quali- 
fied." 


'As disturbing as the numbers put 


forth by the council is the language 
in which the council describes the 
greatest majority of the judicial of- 
ficers. The council used terms such 
as "lazy," "stupid," "bigoted," 
and "arrogant" in describing the 
42 they consider "clearly unfit" 


Such charges would seem to call 


A>r more specific evidence, but un- 
ifcrtunately the council members 
Save been vague in the reasons for 
their conclusions. 


• The Chicago Bar Assn con- 
Ducted a similar investigation and 
Concluded that 38 of the 107 are 
^unqualified."

J However, the Bar Assn. tends to 
Qe more protective than critical of 
9s members and its findings could 
He expected to be more con- 
ajervative than those of the more 
Aggressive council.

were found to be exaggerated, the 
blot on the courts will not easily be 
removed in the minds of the public. 


The council has asked the Illinois 


Supreme Court to remove all mag- 
istrates in Cook County before July 
1 and to fill all vacancies by ap- 
pointment after a thorough in- 
vestigation. 


The Independent Voters of Illi- 


nois has called on the high court to 
appoint a "blue ribbon" commis- 
sion of community leaders and 
members of the Bar to study the 
qualifications of all candidates for 
associate circuit judge. 


We support both proposals. 


As the IVI declared in a state- 


ment this week, "One of the causes 
for the alienation of minority 
groups and the young has been the 
biased and ineffectual operation oi 
the judicial system. To allow those 
magistrates whose abilities have 
been brought into question to be 
promoted to higher office would 
only increases that alienation." 


The Supreme Court must act to 


restore confidence in the legal offi- 
cers whose decisions will affect the 
lives of thousands of citizens. 


Those who have been accused of 


incompetence are also entitled to a 
full and unbiased investigation of 
the charge. Any fund to be un- 
justly charged should be publicly 
vindicated and restored to the 
bench. 


If the Chicago Council of Law- 


yers is correct in its findings, it 
will have performed a vital public 
service in protecting the quality of 
our courts. 


If the council or any of its mem- 


bers can be found to. have acted 
recklessly or from selfish motives, 
proper disciplinary action should 
be taken by the Supreme Court. 


Whatever the outcome, the name 


of the courts must be freed of the 
labels of stupidity, arrogance and 
bigotry.

Moscow Loses Face In Asia

Careful studies here of the recent 24th 


congress of the Communist party of the 
Soviet Union dramatically illustrate the 
erosion of Moscow's influence among 
Asian nations. 


The analyses by government special- 


ists are now under top-level adminis- 
tration scrutiny. It is hoped they will pro- 
vide guidance for President Nixon's ef- 
fort to take advantage of splits in the

world's Communist parties in order to 
prevent the formation of enemy power 
blocs which could endanger US secur- 
ity 


Historically, national Communist par- 


ties have flocked to the Soviet party con- 
gresses, taking pride in being part of an 
international movement led by the Soviet 
Union 


It is no secret that wtih the defection of 


Yugoslavia, the Peking-Moscow rivalry 
and with Russia's sell-out of some par- 
ties in Africa, the preeminence of the So- 
viet Union has been seriously challenged 
for some time. 


But never before has the extent of the 


decline in Russian influence over local 
Asian parties showed so deeply as in this 
24th congress. 


All the facts are not yet in, but it 


seems that of all the Asian parties offi- 
cially attending, only the Mongolian dele- 
gation could be regarded by Moscow as 
safely pro-Soviet. And Mongolia is mili- 
tarily a puppet state. 


The Australian, Japanese and North 


Korean Communist parties were repre- 
sented but on their own prickly indepen- 
dent terms. 


The Nepalese and Burmese parties re- 


portedly declined Moscow's invitation. 
The Malaysian, Thai, Cambodian and 
New Zealand parties probably did not at- 
tend. 


There is considerable doubt as to 


whether the Afghan and Indonesian Com- 
munist partes sent official delegations. 


The pro-Soviet faction of the Ceylonese 


party was probably present but, curious- 
ly was not officially greeted at the open- 
ing session The Pakistani Communist 
party was not listed among the delega- 
tions; but an East Pakistani group did 
attend. 


The pro-Soviet faction of the Filipino 


party sent a message, presumably to ex- 
plain its absence, complaining that it had 
been undercut by the tactics of the pro- 
Maoist faction. 


The pro-Soviet Indian party, one of 


several Communist groups in that coun- 
try, attended and had to listen to strong 
praise of Prime Minister Indira Gandhi. 
The interists of the Indian C.P. were 
subordinated to the state interests of the 
U.S.S.R 


Communist China, of course, refused to 


attend. 


In very considerable measure, it was 


made clear that Moscow's problems are 
a result of Red China's quite successful

Although it is true that the pow- 
der does not contain DDT, the chemicals 
that it does contain may be dangerous 
to Mrs. Schroeder's children, the dogs 
themselves, or even to Mrs. Schroeder 
herself, especially if she happens to be 
pregnant. 


The ingredients listed in the flea pow- 


der were carbaryl, captan, methylenebis, 
chlorophenol, and dichlorophene. Carba- 
ryl is a non-persistent pesticide belong- 
ing to a class known as carbamates. It is 
considered of medium texicity to humans 
and is not cumulative as the chlorinated 
hydrocarbons are; however, all of its 
secondary effects are not know. It is still 
being studied. Users of carbamate com- 
pounds are entitled to know, however, 
that cancer experts have warned against 
their use. Although there is no proof that 
these compounds are carcinogenic in hu- 
mans, urethane, another carbamate, is 
known to cause cancer in pregnant mice 
and their offspring as well. In the ab- 
sence of conclusive proof that they are 
dangerous to humans, carbamates con- 
tinue to be widely used in insecticides, 
weed killers, fungicides, plasticizers, 
medicines, clothing and insulating mate- 
rials. 


Captan. is a fungicide. Animal ex- 


periments show a high rate of birth de- 
fects after exposure to captan, indicating 
that it may be capable of causing muta- 
tions in man. Its chemical structure is 
similar to thalidomide. Pregnant women 
have been warned against dusting their 
roses with captan. 


The remaining three ingredients, I be- 


lieve, belong together. They form a dis- 
infectant whose formula is 2,2' methyle- 
nebis (4 Cblorophenel) Dichlerophene. 
Despite Home Line's reassurance to the 
contrary, this compound it related to 


DDT in the sense that it is also a chlori- 
nated hydrocarbon, although its toxicity 
is probably much lower. The chief dan- 
ger with chlorinated hydrocarbons is not 
their immediate toxicity but their hidden 
effect. They accumulate and are stored 
in living tissue for long periods of time. 
Possible eventual effects of this charac- 
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teristic to humans simply cannot be 
known as yet. However, disastrous re- 
sults to other forms of life have already 
been observed, such as the effect of DDT 
on calcium metabolism in many carni- 
vorous birds which are threatened with 
extinction because of thinning and break- 
age of their egg shells. An increasing 
number of people, including myself, have 
become extremely cautious about using 
any chlorinated hydrocarbon products 
for any purpose whatever, because of the 


increasing evidence of the very great 
danger of such cumulative pesticides as 
DDT, chlordane, aldrin, endrin, dieldrin, 
and heptachler. 


Since Mrs Schroeder is obviously con- 


cerned about the safety of the product in 
question I believe she is entitled to a 
more complete answer than she was giv- 
en in Home Line, so that she can decide 
for herself whether the benefit being re- 
ceived from it is worth the possible risk. 
Perhaps some other method could be 
employed to rid her dogs of fleas. I am 
told that a bath in naptha soap can be 
effective. I also understand that some- 
times dogs that scratch a lot and appear 
to have fleas really are suffering from 
an allergy or a deficiency of fat in the 
diet If the flea powder is being used as a 
preventive to fleas, rather than a cure, 
perhaps it isn't necessary to use it at all. 
If treatment is needed, perhaps a veter- 
inarian could suggest a safer remedy.

1,856; Russia claims only 200 missiles, 
but at an average of 21.5 megatons each 
equals 4,300 megatons.

sales over $4 billion, confirmed it is 
spending that much to move its head- 
quarters. It's taking 2,450 employes, not 
to the suburbs of New Jersey or Con- 
necticut, but to Houston, about 3,700 
miles from Manhattan. Only a skeleton 
staff of 41 is staying behind. 


Like any common stock company, 


Shell has a vested interest in Wall Street, 
the big banks and the news media. Why, 
then, would Shell leave the city which 
houses the major stock exchanges, six of 
the country's biggest banks and the 
headquarters of the financial press?

A lot of money and planning went into 


the move scheduled for completion by 
July 18 Despite the planning, the com- 
pany lost 800 employes who didn't choose 
to make the move. 


Planning began four years ago when 


space requirements were considered. 
Two years ago, after a firm decision to 
move had been made, the company 
turned to people problems. 


Except for the marginal employe, the 


company invited everyone to go to Hous- 
ton. Seminars were held to acquaint em- 
ployes with the city. Those who opted to 
go were invited, with spouses, to visit 
Houston, all expenses paid, for a week of 
house hunting. 


Considering the dollar outlay and the 


employe relocation in such a move, it 
seems like a heavy price to pay to slnke 
the problems of New York City. 


"Not actually," said the executive of 


another company which recently moved 
out of Manhattan to Connecticut. 


"When you consider lower rents, lower

system, the D-70R in combination with 
an acousto-optic modulator previously 
announced by Zenith, converts the laser 
beam into a fan of light which sweeps 
across a strip of microfilm. The system 
has the capability of printing hundreds of 
thousands of characters each second. 


Present computer readout methods use 


bulky paper forms or complex, expensive 
non-paper systems, the microfilm system 
utilizing this fast printing method would 
be considerably simpler and easier to 
handle. 


Because of the extremely bright laser 


light employed by the system, it is pos- 
sible to use low-sensitivity high-resolu- 
tion film with it. Such film, in some 
cases, can be dry developed and ready 
for use in a matter of minutes. 


The D-70R was developed by Zenith's 


Acousto-optic Development Group, and is 
a spinoff of an original company-fi- 
nanced research project which produced 
the industry's first electronically scanned 
laser television system in 1966, and the 
tri-color laser television system in 1970. 
It is the second component of a line of 
acousto-optic devices planned by the 
company for specific commercial, indus- 
trial, and scientific applications. 


Dr. Robert Adler, Zenith vice president 


and director of research, has called the 
D-70R an important step forward in 
acousto-optic technology, a field in which

he'is well-known and in which the Zenith 
research group has pioneered a number 
of developments.

Are they not 
important? I think our eyes are as im- 
portant as any part of our body. I am 
one who has learned the hard way. I 
wish someone had educated me before it 
was too late. I could have expected the 
trouble and maybe gone to see my eye 
doctor sooner. 


I am 47 and recently found out I had 


cataracts on both eyes and I had to have 
them removed. It had been eight years 
since I bad my eyes checked. 


Please tell me what causes cataracts 


and where they grow. 


Dear Reader — Yes, the eyes are im- 


portant and no one knows how important 
until they have lost their use. Most fami- 
ly doctors can give adequate exam- 
inations for the eyes and know when to 
refer a patient to the eye doctor. Unless 
you already have an eye problem and 
are being treated by an eye doctor the 
right place to start is with your family 
doctor. This allows the eye doctor time 
to look after important problems, like re- 
moving cataracts. 


You probably didn't lose a thing not 


going to your eye doctor sooner. I doubt 
that any doctor could have told you eight 
years ago that you were going to have 
cataracts. 


A cataract is the gradual thickening of 


the lens of the eye. The lens is a round 
gelatinous like structure just behind the 


black opening of the pupil at the front of 
the eye. It is surrounded by muscles that 
compress and stretch the lens to change 
its thickness. This changes the lens so 
you can see at a distance or close. When 
the sunlight is strong the pupil is small 
and when it is dark the pupil is large, 


allowing less or more light to pass 
through the lens. The lens acts like the 
lens to a camera.

Mobile homes are lived in by either the 


young or the old. Mobile home parks can 
be considered the "wrong side of the 
tracks" no matter where in a town they 
are located. Mobile homes are cramped, 
cheaply made with furniture that falls 
apart when you ait on it.

non-mobile home owners 


have about those whose homes are on 
wheels. 
They are 
the ume mis- 


conceptions many mobile home owners 
had before they purchased their units. 


Today, thousands — or more accurate- 


ly 2Vi million — mobile homes are in 
use. Owners are finding stylish, economi- 
cal, individual living in their compact 
coaches. 


TAKE YOUR PICK on style and price. 


Mobile homes range in size from a coach 
10 feet by SO feet to a huge 24 feet by 70 
feet. Prices can range anywhere from 
$3.000 to more than $17,000, depending on 
the size, quality and optional features. 


The individuality of each unit is de- 


cided by how "customized" it is. Identi- 
cal mobile homes can look completely 
different in both the exterior and interior 
u optional features are added. 


When you go to buy a mobile home it 


is extremely important that you are 
aware of the changes you can make in 
the coach. Room sizes can be changed, 
windows added or removed and built-in 
storage units shifted in all but the most 
inexpensive mobile homes. And in all 
homes, the choice of colors in carpeting, 
draperies, paneling, linoleum and tiles is 
left up to the buyer. 


FOR THE RETIRED couple, a two- 


bedroom home may be one bedroom too 
many. Shift a wall a few feet and the 
result can be a larger living room and 
master bedroom and the second bedroom 
becomes a large walk-in closet, or a sew- 
ing room, or a library. 


A stove and refrigerator are included 


in the purchase price of a mobile home. 
But the buyer need not stop there. A de- 
luxe double-door refrigerator-freezer and 
a deluxe range with overhead oven are 
optional features that may be ordered. 
Add a garbage disposal, dishwasher, 


washer and dryer — the space is avail- 
able. Again, the buyer has his choice of 
colors and also the choice of whether his 
appliances are gas or electric. 


Built-ins have been designed to fill ev- 


ery inch of available space in a mobile 
home. Generally, bedroom closets extend 
the length of the wall, some closets end 
about three feet from the floor with 
drawers built underneath. Dressers, too 
are built in and, again, may run the 
length of a wall. 


WHEREVER THERE'S AN unused 


corner, a closet, shelves or chest of 
drawers is installed. 


Kitchens are a cabinet bonanza. Stor- 


age areas rim the ceiling and the per- 
imeters of the kitchen. Usually the kitch- 
en and dining area are adjacent to the 
living room. Many mobile home owners 
have replaced the open shelf divider be- 
tween these areas with hutches or en- 
closed cabinets. 


Bathrooms are surprisingly large with 


enough room to hold a stacked or sepa- 
rate washer and dryer. Double sink van- 
ities and single control faucets are op- 
tional bath features. Bathtubs are stan- 
dard house size and can'be enclosed with 
sliding glass doors, sliding aluminum 
aM plastic door or the conventional 
shower curtain. 


EACH MOBILE HOME manufacturer 


offers features in his units to make them 
attractive and unique. Holly Park in- 
cludes hardwood parquet floors in dining 
room models, outdoor front lights and 
automatic defrosting refrigerators in all 
models. Daytona Homes highlights a 
huge master bedroom and bath with 
enough space for a king-sized bed in the 
balcony-designed sleeping area. Fabric 
insets to match the customer's color 
scheme are available for the kitchen cab- 
inets. 


Shag carpeting and arched doorways 


and a cornice valance in the master bed- 
room are features in Elcona Homes. 
Choose its 24-foot wide Glen Arvin model 
and a fireplace, bay windows and front 
porch are yours. 


Cathedral ceilings? Beamed ceilings? 


They are not only possible but common 
to many mobile homes. Standard lighting 
fixtures can be exchanged for a wide 
range of hanging and regular designs. In-

Tip-outs are smaller, run- 
ning about 4 by 10 feet. 


THE AVERAGE MOBILE home park 


is hardly a slum. Tenants rent good sized 
lots which they are expected to maintain. 
Storage is also available under the trail- 
er and some parks allow uniform storage 
sheds for lawn equipment, etc. Laundry 
facilities are sometimes available on the 
park grounds. 


Mobile home communities are friendly 


and tightly knit. Victims of much outside 
prejudice toward their life style, the 
people band together in a community 
within a community. Ages range from 
the young marrieds to the retired with 
an equal amount of middle aged people. 
Large families are uncommon and gen- 
erally two children is the most you'll find 
in a mobile home. 


Dealers advocate that their customers 


think before they buy. Foresight is valu- 
able when purchasing a mobile home as 
the little extras mean a lot once you 
have moved in.

Ralph Nader said that change cannot 


be accomplished without resistance. 


The Establishment ignored Rachel 


Carson at first: then they defended their 
own position by attacking her. 


Just such a thing is happening in the 


area of organic gardening. 


Two separate incidents came to light 


last week of going to extremes in defense 
of chemical gardening. 


In the first, a husband and wife team 


drank DDT for a period of six months to 
prove that DDT is not harmful. It would 
appear on the surface that such a test 
would be conclusive. In essence it isn't. 


Robert Loibl. 60, the owner of a pest 


control firm and a man obviously knowl- 
edgeable about chemicals, knew full well 
when he started the "teat" that DDT in 
its pure state does not affect the diges- 
tive system. If he had mixed it with a 
carrier, as It used in insect control, it 
would be another story. Then if he in- 
haled it or absorbed it in his blood 
stream through a cut, he would have 
himself a "test " Only he wouldn't be 
around to tell about it. 


THE SECOND INCIDENT is a demon- 


stration plot experiment at Arcola, 111. 
(Rockome Gardens), which has received 
considerable publicity through University 
of Illinois Extension sources. 


Two gardens are being grown side by 


side. One is being nurtured with chem- 
ical fertilizers, insecticides and fung- 
icides The other is being left "as nature 
has provided." The University of Illinois 
Douglas County Extension Service seeks 
to prove the necessity of continuing the 
use of chemical fertilizers and pesticides. 


The fault in the test lies in the fact that 


the plot left to grow unaided cannot be 
considered "grown organically" as is 
being insinuated. This is just plain neg- 
lect — not organic gardening Organic 
gardening incorporates composts and an- 
imal manures, grass clippings, and 
meals for fertilizing, mulches for con- 
trolling weeds and maintaining moisture, 
and companion planting and soil enrich- 
ment for repelling bugs.

Facts On Fibers 


One fact regarding 
man-made fi- 


bers, with the exception of rayon: they 
set in durable pleats with heat, presure 
and moisture. That same characteristic 
will make unwelcome wrinkles and 
crease* if the water Is too hot, the wash 
load too heavy or the washing and dryng 
time too long or too vigorous. 


Oily stains around the collars and cuffs 


can ruin the "Pizzazz" of men's colorful 
shirts. To get rid of such stains pre-treat 
with a paste of detergent made with a 
little water. Then wash as usual. 


Doing nothing but plunking in seeds 


and watching them die from neglect is 
not organic gardening. 


IT IS COMMON knowledge that chem- 


ical companies subsidize research pro- 
grams at land grant universities. And af- 
ter all, the schools can't afford to lose 
their "angels." In both incidents the mo- 
tive is strictly economics. 


Neither of these tests are fair. The 


first can even be considered "screw- 
ball." The only thing they do prove is 
that people who have alliances with 
chemical industry interests are begin- 
ning to feel threatened enough to resort; 
to promotional stunts in order to defend 
their position. 


It would be far wiser to begin doing 


unbiased, serious research. 


THE SAD THING about these so-called 


"tests" is that the wide publicity they 
receive only further confuses the general 
public. 


But speaking of organic gardening,

Lawns get their toughest test in out- 


door living season. 


Follow these tips to help solve troubles 


and keep your lawn thriving. Review 
your fertilizer program. Yellowish grass 
indicates lack of plant food, especially 
nitrogen. Grass is a big nitrogen feeder. 
A boost of 12-6-6, 16-8-8, 10-5-5 or similar 
high-nitrogen fertilizer will help build 
vigorous growth. A simple soil test will 
indicate if lime is required to sweeten 
soil. 


In choosing lawn fertilizer check the 


label. Those containing ureaform nitro- 
gen will release nitrogen slowly and 
more evenly to give longer, more uni- 
form growth. 


Strips of green and yellow-green indi- 


cate poor fertilizer spreading. Overlap 
rows when applying plant food. Or ap- 
ply half the amount in one direction; the 
other half at right angles for uniform 
coverage. 


Spots of lighter color often mean a 


clogged spreader. Check it on a bare 
surface for uniform distribution. Be 
sure to clean it well after each use to 
avoid corrosion and stoppages. 


Dead spots of grass can result from 


several causes. Most common are spill- 
ed oil or gasoline, excess fertilizer or 
weed killer, shallow soil over a septic 
tank. In most cases, resodding is the 
best solution. Remove old soil, flush 
the area thoroughly with water, then put

new sod in place. It pays to raise extra 
grass in a corner of the yard for this 
use. 


Turf near downspouts often gets water- 


logged. You can build individual dry 
wells for each downspout, lay tile or per- 
forated drainage pipes to get rid of ex- 
cess rain-water. 


Dig up the waterlogged spots about 


six inches dep. Mix peat moss and sand 
with good garden soil for replacement. 


Then resod or replant. Soluble fertilizer 
helps newly sodded areas get a strong 
roothold. 


Underground grubs also cut roots and 


weaken grass, creating blotchy areas. 
Cut a slice of turf and check soil be- 
neath it for insects. If pests are present, 
use insecticides 
such as chlordane, 


dieldrin or aldrin. They can be-applied 
in granular form with fertilizer or in 
sprays to eliminate insects.

Hawthorns wiH add intricate and 
fascinating branching, and some have 
fruits which hang in red clusters through 
February, 


So many plants do so much better

Grow Your Own Sound Barrier 
To Reduce Noise Pollution 


Ours has become a noisy society Fast- 


m o v i n g traffic, sirens, super-sonic 
booms. Industrial machinery and the 
noise of Jet engines combine to produce a 
constant challenge to our tranquility. 
Even the "new sounds" in music — elec- 
tronic guitars and the never-failing top 
volume — have become irritants to 
Americans' comfort 


The effects are seen In frayed tempers, 


restless nights, and that bugaboo of mod- 
ern man, tension. Clearly, noise pollution 
Is increasingly leading to physical and 
mental injury and illness. Yet one of na- 
ture's greatest resources ofiers help in 
alleviating this pandemonium, according 
to the American Association of Nursery- 
men It is the simple, green leaf. Among 
its many other talents, a leaf has the 
ability to act as an acoustical baffle, de- 


flecting sound waves, changing their di- 


rection, and reducing their intensity 


Highway planners are now aware of 


this talent of the leaf. They have learned 
that mass plantings of hedges, trees, 
shrubs, grass and vines can reduce the 
noie of heavy highway traffic by as 
much as 60 per cent. The noise level 
above wide expanses of concrete can be 
reduced as much as threefold if the con- 
crete surface is broken up by plantings. 


Buffer planting can also reduce noise 


adjacent to airports and industrial sites. 
And it can be incorporated into the land- 
scape design of every home. Few resi- 
dential neighborhoods in the United 
States are totally free of noise. By plant- 
ing a row of trees along the property hne 
or a row of hedges alongside the house, 
homeowners ran ensure more tranquility 
for their families.

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Plan The Foundation 
To Suit The Locale 


by GEORGE E. CREED 


Landscape Architect 


There comes a time when you should 


take a good look at your foundation 
planting to see whether it needs thinning 
out, revision or complete removal and 
replacement. 


Plants unsuited to a particular location 


in a foundation planting can quickly be- 
come eyesores. Plants well suited for a 
foundation planting can become over- 
grown or, as is often the case, simply 
degenerate because of lack of care The 
plants in the top sketch are in the latter 
class, and, as is obvious, they don't do 
much for the house. 


Modern houses, with foundations you 


are hardly aware of, require com- 
paratively little foundation planting and 
that should be very simple Older houses, 
like the one. shown here, that are built on 
high, usually ugly foundations, should 
have substantial foundation plantings as 
screens. When planting no longer fulfills 
this purpose around an older house it 
should be removed and new planting 
should be installed. Of course, any plants 
that are in good condition or that can be 
brought into a thriving condition should 
be salvaged and used if you can fit them 
into your new planting combination. 


The two sketches in the accompanying 


plan could be labeled "before" and "af- 
ter." The top sketch is marked by skim- 
py planting composed of leggy shrubs. 
The bottom sketch, in contrast, shows a 
full, simple and effective arrangement of 
plants. 


In the bottom sketch, two Korean box- 


woods (most hardy of the boxwoods) 
flank the steps and soften the hard, even 
edges of the steps, These contrast with 


Post Protectors 


A fence's cap board both decorates and 


protects. When nailed across fence post 
tops, it prevents rain from soaking into 
the post's end grain. Choose a cap board 
wide enough to shield the ends of vertical 
fence boards, too. 


the Hino-crimson azaleas that provide a 
blaze of color in the spring. Later, the 
climbing trees trained on trellises at the 
far corners of the porch come into bloom 
and their vines frame the porch. 


Adding height and winter interest to 


the planting are two upright Japanese 
yews at the inner corners of the porch. 


Note that no attempt is made to com- 


pletely conceal the foundation. Everyone 
knows it is there. But it is improved by 
planting. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


Q. What is your opinion of gravel 


paths? 


A. Gravel paths are all right if their 


edges are confined and provided they are 
well maintained. In the long run a path 
with a hard surface is easiest to care for. 


Q. Is it possible to grow plants in pure 


sand? 


A. It is possible but you will have to 


add various nutrients to the sand in or- 
der to sustain them. 


False Front 
Privacy Idea 


Would you like a high privacy wall for 


the front yard, but fear to offend the 
neighbors? Take a tip from Hollywood 
and try a false front. 


The false front is nothing more than a 


tall fence designed to appear like the 
front wall of a house. You build it with 
cedar siding board in whatever style best 
complements the house — bevel, tongue- 
and-groove, board-and-batten — finishing 
it to match. 


For a gate, use tall double doors and 


flank them on either side with a panel of 
colored pebbled glass. Match the height 
of these "windows" to the doors. At the 
top of the wall, use a cornice molding 
working into a wide cap board to give 
the illusion of a roof. 


Leave space for a planting bed be- 


tween the property line and the court- 
yard wall and the effect of a house front 
is complete — and most attractive.

When it functions effectively, the 
individual doesn't eat when he doesn't 
need more fuel. However, people often 
ignore its signals, for a variety of rea- 
sons. Some have overeaten since child- 
hood, and it's a habit. Some blunt the 
signals with alcohol. And still others ig- 
nore »he message for emotional reasons. 


—\|| righl. I'M* ignored the messages 


from my appetite center and I'm pul- 
ling on weight. What should I do now? 


—The only practical way is the simplest of 


ways: 
Restrain your eating 
habits 


through a day-to-day pattern of eating 
no more than the right amounts of the 
right selection of foods. Once you are 
persistent enough to follow a normal 
mixed diet of the proper caloric value 
week after sveek, the habit will finally 
and firmly imbed itself in your mind. 


Q—What i- the mo>t fattening thing I can 


eat? 


A— Fat itself. Fat provides more than twice 


as many calories as the same amount of 
sugar, starch or protein. Good ways to 
avoid fat: Switch 
from 
regular 
to 


non-fat milk (which contains more cal- 
cium and protein than whole milk), 
choose grades of meat which are leaner 
than USD A choice, cut all visible fat 
from your meat before eating it, and eat 
more fish and ether sea foods, which are 
marvelous sources of protein with little 
fat. 


Q_W hat are >omc of the factors in a good 


reducing diel? 


A- It should be tailored to fit your needs 


and personal circumstances. It should be 
practical, consistent with your work 
patterns, and should not be so rigid that 
you won't follow it. It should be flexible, 
and it should allow for a variety of foods 
commonly preferred by the whole fami- 
ly It should be balanced, consistent 


with accepted health standards, and 
adaptable for long-term maintenance of 
normal weight and good health. 


Q—What about weight-reducing drugs — 


"Rainbow Pills?" Don't they make it 
easier? 


A—There are many so-called weight reduc- 


ing drugs on the market, but none 
should be taken without advice from the 
doctor. One of the most widely known of 
these appetite depressants is the "goof 
ball," a stimulant to the central nervous 
system, one of the drugs currently being 
abused by juvenile delinquents. It goes 
without saying that using it doesn't con- 
tribute to the development of good eat- 
ing habits, and it can lead to addiction. 
There are other drugs in use, and physi- 
cians sometimes prescribe them, but — 
let's face it — there just isn't any "mag- 
ic pill" which trains a patient to acquire 
and sustain a sound pattern of eating, 
except his own common sense. The only 
way to lose weight is to burn off more 
calories than you take in. 


Unfortunately, 
overweight people 


are often gullible, and easy prey for the 
increasing number of quacks and food 
faddists who promise the miracle of 
easy, painless weight loss. 


Q—Can the so-called weight control drugs 


actually be harmful? 


A— Yes. There are several classes of these 


drugs which can have serious effects. 
One such class includes digitalis, which 
can be lifesaving for a patient with heart 
disease but which has a very low margin 
of safety. Twice the normal dose can 
prove fatal. The use of these potent and 
potentially hazardous agents can be jus- 
tified in serious heart disease — but not 
in obesity. 


Q—How doc* the ethical physician ap- 


proach the use of drugs in treating 
weight control problems? 


A—The only effective method of inducing 


and maintaining weight loss is to edu- 
cate the patient that it can only be done 
by a combination of reduced food intake 
and 
increased energy output. 
The 


patient must be made aware of good 
nutritional habits, and must be helped 
to correct any psychological or patho- 
logical factors behind his overeating. 
However, the doctor may use drugs on a 
short-term basis to help the patient over 
the initial stresses. 


Q—What arc some of these drugs? 


A— Most, but not all, are chemical deriva- 


tives of amphetamine, the first effective 
drug of this class. They are called 
anorexiants, or , appetite-suppressing 
drugs, and can be useful as a crutch to 
help the patient become accustomed to 
a 
rigorous reducing diet. However, 


long-term usage of this potent drug is 
not advisable, because it tends to lose its 
effectiveness and can lead to habit- 
uation. The occasional use of mild seda- 
tives in treating obese patients can be 
justified. They serve a two-fold purpose: 
Lessening the patient's compulsive de- 
sire to eat, and easing the dieter's ten- 
dencv to insomnia. 


Q — I know of a doctor who calls himself a 


weight-control specialist. Is this a rec- 
ognized medical specialty? 


A—No. Since obesity may only be an out- 


ward sign of some other health problem, 


physical or emotional, many disciplines 
of medicine may be involved in treat- 
ment. Certainly, 
ethical physicians 


treating weight problems must have a 
thorough knowledge of all aspects of in- 
ternal medicine. 


Q—What do doctors think about such fad 


diets as the "Drinking Man's Diet," 
high protein diet, low protein, liquid, 
etc.? 


A— If anyone could endure the monotony of 


a fad diet indefinitely, he might indeed 
lose weight — although he might also 
develop constipation, secondary anemia, 
and other ailments. Far better that he 
develop sound and sensible eating habits 
which continue throughout life, rather 
than go on a crash diet, experience some 
weight loss, then revert back to his old 
eating habits and get fat again. 


Q—Well, then, what is a good diet, for the 


one who wants to lose weight and for 
the normaj person as well? 


A—There are four basic food groups that 


assure good nutrition — milk and dairy 
products, meat and fish, fruit and vege- 
tables, and bread and cereals. The diet 
should include something from each 
group, each day — with the dieter, of 
course, limiting his total intake. Since 
no single food provides all the necessary 
nutrients, variety is essential to insure 
proper nourishment. 


The dairy group includes milk and 


buttermilk, 
cheese, 
butter' and ice 


cream. Milk is the richest food source of 
calcium and is a valuable source of pro- 
tein and riboflavin. (The dieter, of 
course, must go easy on fatty foods such 
as butter.) The meat group includes not 
only meat and fish, but poultry, eggs, 
dry beans and peas, and nuts. Vege- 
tables and fruits are the foods most 
frequently neglected by children. This is 
unfortunate, since the diet should in- 
clude four or more servings from the 
vegetable-fruit group each day. The 
bread and cereals group, particularly 
whole-grain, enriched or restored grains, 
is also important to health. 


Q—Is it necessary to supplement our nor- 


mal diet with vitamins? 


A— Not as a rule in this day and age. 


Around the turn of the century, malnu- 
trition was a real problem in the United 
States. Deficiency diseases were com- 
mon, even in prosperous areas. But 
great strides in understanding proper 
nutrition were made following World 
War I. Improved agricultural produc- 
tion and methods of food processing 
have now given us an unprecedented 
food supply of high nutritional value. 
Your physician may occasionally pre- 
scribe vitamins for the correction of 
some special problems, but don't let the 
fear of nutritional deficiency mislead 
you today. 


Modern foods, contrary to the claims 


of door-to-door vitamin peddlers and 
food faddist, have NOT been robbed of 
their nutritional value. When a needed 
element is lost during processing, the 
food is enriched to replace it — often in 
greater quantity than existed in the 
original food. White bread commonly 
has Vitamin B added. Dairy foods are 
laced with Vitamins A and D. Processed 
fruits and juices are handled carefully to 
preserve their natural value, and then 
often have Vitamin C added to make 
them even more nutritious. 


Witness this statement by the U.S. 


Public Health Service: "The American 
food supply is unsurpassed in volume, 
variety and nutritional value. By pa- 
tronizing various departments of a mod- 
ern food store we can easily supply all of 
our nutritional needs. In fact, Ameri- 
cans have to go out of their way to 
avoid being well nourished. Deficiency 
diseases which plagued our nation in the 
past are now almost unknown. Over- 
weight has become a more common 
problem than underweight." 


Eating Habits 
Most Important 


Q—Is it true that black strap molasses and 


yoghurt contain dietary "wonder pow- 
ers?" 


A—No. The so-called "wonder foods," in- 


cluding molasses, yoghurt, whole grain 
cereal, raw fruits and vegetables are per- 
fectly all right, but fall far short of the 
miracles some food faddists credit to 
them. Some people, in fact, cannot di- 
gest whole grains, bran and wheat germ, 
and should avoid them. Commercial 
yoghurt is a variation of milk, more ex- 
pensive but no more nourishing. Black 
strap molasses is a vastly overrated 
source of Vitamin B. 


1^—Do overweight children usually devel- 


op into overweight adults? 


A— Yes, frequently. About 70 per cent of 


these children have at least one obese 
parent. 


Q—Does this mean that obesity is inher- 


ited? 


A— Perhaps there is an inherited tendency 


to gain weight easily, but it is also pos- 
sible that family eating patterns are at 
fault. The origin of obesity involves cul- 
tural, family, psychological and genetic 
factors. 


Q—Should parents allow iheir children to 


snack between meals? 


A— Rapidly growing children, including 


teenagers, generally need more food 
than they can eat in three meals. Evi- 
dence is accumulating that several 
smaller meals per day may be more de- 
sirable. Snacking is acceptable, when 
necessary, but requires some supervision 
by parents who understand that snacks 
should be nutritious — not simply can- 
dy. The adult, as long as he eats ade- 
quate meals, should have little need for 
anything between meals. 


Q—What dietary methods can be taken to 


control teen-age acne? 


A— Cut down the amount of fat your 


youngsters eat. Teen-agers should be- 
ware of the very things they seem to like 
best 
— rich, fatty foods like milk 


shakes, ice cream, chocolate, 
ham- 


burgers, French fried potatoes and pas- 
tries. All of these can lead to acne condi- 
tions. 


Q—Is exercise useful 
in keeping my 


weight down? 


A—Yes, since it helps to expend calories. 


Moderate exercise over a period of time 
can bring about loss of weight and can 
also stimulate your physical, mental, 
psychological and social fitness.

He has to have 
the ratings, which brings in the advertisers. 


And news programming, although generally excellent, is 


chock full of the revenue-producing announcements also. 


How many times has Cliicago weatherman Harry Volkman 


ended the weather with something like "And now here's 
Floyd with more news...er...after these messages." Note 
messages. Not message.

Critics of television have long argued, and rightfully so, 


that commercial stations utilize the public airways while 
doing a bare minimum of what can be called "public service" 
programming. 


And as you who have happened to be stuck to the tube in 


the very early-morning hours—especially on Sunday—no 
doubt have noticed, the bulk of such programming is 
bunched in a time slot when the minimum of viewers can be 
realized. 


What this points out is that commercial television is 


exactly that-very commercial, aimed too often at the whims 
of an advertiser. This leaves the man in the living room too 
often neglected. Any "public service" that he receives from 
TV during prime time is probably the result of either (1) a 
local station's inability to sell an old re-run like "The 
Rifleman" or (2) a mechanical error on a commercial that 
prompts a local floor manager to scream "for one of those 
p.s.a's (public service announcements)." 


While television leads the way in willfully ignoring public 


service announcements in prime time, radio should not and 
cannot proudly claim that its performance in this regard is 
much better. 


So, you say, you've been seeing and hearing a large 


number 
of 
U.S. Army spot announcements on 


radio-television lately. And are they not public service? 


Yes. And no. 
For years, the Army has been producing announcements 


for airing. And for years, the public service spots were getting 
shoved into some non-prime time position on the radio or 
television log. The Army had to share billing with such public 
service ventures as "Keep America Beautiful" (remember 
Sally Spotless?), the. Tuberculosis Association, the Peace 
Corps, and Radio Free Europe. Not to mention vying for a 
decent programming spot along with the Air Force, Navy and 
Marines. 


So, about three months ago, the Army launched its "The 


Army Wants to Join You" paid-ad campaign. With ''paid" 
advertising, the armed service which has been receiving a 
good share of knocks for all segments of our society 
suddenly got its announcements aired in prime time. 


The results will probably be known within the next few 


weeks, based on enlistments, especially those in the post-high 
school category. The Army had scheduled its spot campaign

Commissioner Tom Barber Organizes 
People's Park Program Set 


A Peoples Park Program (PPP) is 


being organized by Hoffman Estates 
Park Commissioner Tom Barber, chair- 
man of the district's community rela- 
tions committee. 


Emergency Water Situation Here 


Residents in Hoffman Estates are pro- 


hibited until Tuesday from using water 
In the village for purposes other than 
drinking and sanitation, in keeping with 
a proclamation made yesterday by May- 
or Frederick Downey. 


"Under the powers granted to me by 


the board of trustees, I hereby direct 
that all use of water except for sanitary 
and drinking purposes be prohibited in 
order to preserve the health, welfare, 
and safety of the residents of Hoffman 
Estates," Downey said in a statement re- 
leased at 2:15 p.m. 


"This order is to take effect imme- 


diately and to be continued until June 22, 
1971," he added. 


"We are asking people to cooperate," 


said Lt. William Freund. "We have an 
emergency water situation. Common 
sense tells them if we have an emergen- 
cy situation and their house catches on 
fire..." 


"I got reports that there was a large 


area in the village without water for a 
long period of time," Downey said. 


Downey said the areas include the 


Highlands and Highpoint subdivisions in 
addition to the apartment developments 
in the village's western section. Downey 
said he checked with the attorney and 
was told he has authority to make the 
declaration and did so. 


Officials of the fire protection district 


said they were unaware of the order, al- 
though they approved of it. They also 
said they did not know of any emergency 
situation, other than the low water sup- 
ply cited as the reason for a sprinkling 
regulation approved by the village board 
Monday. 


Fire Chief Carl Selke commented that 


water pressure, as measured on gauges 
at Fire Station 1, is down to 38 pounds, 
as compared to a normal average of 
about 60 pounds. Pressure probably is 
lower at Fire Station 2, he said. 


Lt. Ed Kalasa said pressure was suf- 


ficient to fight a fire, although use of wa- 
ter by the fire department would cut off 
the supply to other users. 


Announcing the formation of this 


group, open to individuals, community 
groups (formally or informally organ- 
ized) or members of any governmental 
unit, Barber said it was his decision "to 
get going on this project after having re- 
ceived my tax bill." 


Elected to the park district board last 


April, Barber, an active Jaycee, ran on a 
platform calling for "Better Parks at To- 
day's Budegt." 


Barber said that letters inviting inter- 


ested groups or homeowners to a meet- 
ing organizing the program will go out 
within the next several weeks. 


IDEAS FOR GROUP action will be 


stimulated by a report on the devel- 
opment of the Roseville, Minn, park dis- 
trict which Barber claims "very much 
resembles our case." 


That park district, part of the subur- 


ban Minneapolis - St. Paul area, came 
into possession of several hundred addi- 
tional acres of park land a few years ago 
and within four years after the acquisi- 
tion carried on a very successful devel- 
opment program through community in- 
volvement. 


Barber said this week that the Rose- 


ville district was able to provide $1 mil- 
lion in improvements outside of its tax 
base. 


Hoffman Estates District, through 


preparation of a master plan for future 
development, is attempting to change its 
present policy of providing capital im- 
provements out of its annual operating 
budget. 


The plan, being prepared by 


McFazdean & Everly, Ltd., will cover a 
five-year period with the preliminary re- 
port having reached park directors this 
week. 


IT IS EXPECTED that preparation for 


planning and development will result in a 
package being presented for voter ap- 
rpoval possibly later this year. 


In line with the planners usual tech- 


nique, portions of the development would 
be financed through general obligation 
bonds and tax-free revenue bonds supple- 
mented with federal assistance from the 
Bureau of Outdoor Recreation (BOR). 


The preliminary plan stresses wiping 


out the existing mortgage debt on the 
recently acquired Hoffman Estates Park 
District Lions Pool and then carrying on 
a strong improvement program from 
that point.

One man asked early in the meeting 


about constant rumors that the subdivi- 
sion will be rezoned for commercial use.

Plotter Calls Charges 'Political Harassment9 
Sandwich Haven Defying 3 
Citations, Will Stay Open 


The Village of Wheeling has been is- 


suing three citations a day since Tuesday 
to the Sandwich Haven restaurant at 759 
W. Dundee Road, but restaurant owner, 
Jerry Fuller, says he plans to keep the 
restaurant open despite what he calls 
"harassment" by the village. 


The citations are the latest effort by 


the village to bring the restaurant up to 
fire and building code standards. Fuller 
charges that even though he has cor- 
rected the vast majority of the violations 
alleged by the village, officials are still 
involved in a calculated effort to close 
his business. 


In a letter to the village board recently 


he charged that the village has inspected 
his restaurant five times in the last 30 
days. 


Fuller said the inspections and demand 


t h a t he correct 
violations, which 


he said have been ignored by the village 
for the last four years, are "political ha- 
rassment and discrimination." 


Fuller was an officer and one of the 


organizers of the Wheeling Independent 
Party (WHIP) during the last election 
campaign. The party lost the election de- 
spite a strong write-in vote. 


FULLER SAID yesterday that all oth- 


er stores in the shopping center where 
his restaurant is located have received 
their new licenses from the village for 
this year except for his restaurant and 
barber shop next door. 


A back room in the barber shop was 


used as campaign headquarters for 
WHIP. 


Fuller charges that the other business- 


es in the center also have alleged viola- 
tions such as doors which open inward 
instead of outward, but that only his res- 
taurant and the barber shop have been 
refused licenses. 


Fuller told the Herald that at a meet- 


ing attended by himself, his wife, Village 
President Ted C. Scanlon and Director of 
Building and Zoning William Bieber, Bie- 


Threat To Close Haven Is Denied 


William Bieber, Wheeling's director of 


building and zoning, denied emphatically 
yesterday that he ever threatened to 
close the Sandwich Haven restaurant. 


"I'd be foolish to say a thing like that. 


I only said that after the 30-day period to 
correct the violations was up I would be- 
gin to issue citations for the restaurant, 
"Bieber said. 


Bieber explained that it is normal 


procedure for his office to issue citations 
every day on a violation. He said the vio- 
lations specified in the complaints were 
only a few of those involved in the res- 
taurant, but that all of the violations in- 
volved would be discussed when the cita- 
tions come to court. 


Bieber said citations are also being is- 


sued to Les's Barber Shop adjacent to 


her had threatened that "he would be at 
the restaurant at 4 p.m. Monday to close 
us up." 


Fuller said his attorney then called Vil- 


lage Attorney Paul Hamer and said that 
Fuller would file a civil rights suit in 
federal court against the village if Bieber 
tried to close the restaurant. 


FULLER SAID that Bieber did not 


come to the restaurant Monday, but be- 
gan bringing in citations on Tuesday. 


Fuller said he has received citations 


for not having a grease trap on his sink, 
arid for the doors on his restaurant open- 
ing inward instead of outward. Each of 
the citations could bring a fine of $500 
under village ordinances. 


Fuller's first court date will be July 6 


in the Arlington Heights District Court 


Fuller said yesterday that with the ex- 


ception of installing permanent electrical 
outlets, all of the major work required 
by the village has been completed. 


Fuller's restaurant because of locked 
rear door that gives no emergency exit 
to the business. The barber shop is also 
being cited for operating without a busi- 
ness license, he said. 


Bieber explained that his citations and 


violation letters to the restaurant are 
part of a continuing effort to clean up 
violations in Wheeling, not an attack on a 
specific businessman. 


He said the restaurant was cited before 


other businesses because it is a hazard- 
ous business and because of the grease 
used. 


Pointing to Fuller's installing the foam 


fire system after receiving the letters 
from the village, Bieber said "at least 
we're getting things done, even if I have 
to do it the hard way." 


He noted however that there are sev- 
eral items demanded by the village 
which he will not comply with because 
he disputes the application of the ordi- 
nance to his business. Those items in- 
clude reversing the doors, fire exit signs 
and dishwashing procedures. 


FULLER SAYS that the village says 


the doors must be reversed according to 
the life safety code because the restau- 
rant is in a "high hazard area." Fuller 
maintains the restaurant is in a normal 
hazard area and therefore the doors do 
not have to be reversed.

Fuller explained that his ttiginal 


request that the village give him two 
years for the $1,200 worth of work was no 
longer necessary* because he had already 
completed much of the work.

Village Board Accepts Bids 
For Maple Tree Spraying 


ANOTHIR SCHOOL for Dist. 21 will open this 
Fall.

The Wheeling Village Board accepted 


bids for a maple tree spraying program 
Monday which is expected to cost the vil- 
lage more than $6,000. 


The board accepted a bid from the 


Fowler Tree Surgery Co. at $1.48 per 
tree for each tree on the public parkway, 
and $2.75 for each tree on private proper- 
ty. 


The new spraying program is designed 


to eliminate the cottony maple scale 
which affects the majority of the maple 
trees in Wheeling. Earlier attempts by 
the village to combat the disease failed 
because trees on private property rein- 
fected the trees on the public parkways. 


Cottony maple scale results in maple 


trees being covered with white, gummy 
scales which look like popcorn. The dis- 
ease is caused by a tiny insect. 


ACTING VILLAGE MGR. George Pas- 


solt told the village board Monday that 
letters would be sent to property owners 
to get permission to spray the trees on 
private property. 


Passolt estimated there were approxi- 


mately 2,000 maple trees on parkways in 
the village and less than 1,300 on private 
property. 


He explained the cost was higher for 


trees on private property because of the 
difficulty of getting to the trees with ma- 
chinery. 


Blindness 
Doesn't Halt 
Medical Aide 


Medicine has always ranked high on 


the list of interests for Cynthia Lassater 
of Wheeling and even blindness could not 
stop her from a career in medicine. 


The young woman, a medical trans- 


criber in the radiology (X-ray) depart- 
ment at Holy Family Hospital in Des 
Plaines, recently was voted "Employe of 
the Year" by the hospital staff. 


Mrs. Lassater began training for her 


medical career several years ago when 
she became blind while studying to be- 
come a nurse. 


"I had been in nurses training for 2% 


years and had six months to go when I 
started to become blind," she recalled 
"Of course, I had to quit. I had always 
been interested in medicine. Medical 
transcribing was a related field, so I 
went into it. It wasn't too hard for me, 
because I really wanted to learn and I 
worked at it." 


MRS. LASSATER'S job involves trans- 


cribing doctors' reports on the results of 
X-rays taken in the Holy Family radio- 
logy department. She estimated that she 
types about 75 reports a day. 


Born and raised in Sterling, about 120 


miles southwest of Chicago, Mrs. Lassa- 
ter studied to be a medical typist at the 
Lighthouse for the Blind in Chicago. 


The training program lasted for six 


months. A major part of the program 
involved instruction in the operation of 
the dictaphone and use of the typewriter. 
Learning to type accurately was the 
hardest part of the program, she said. 


While studying at the Lighthouse, Mrs. 


Lassater also met her future husband. 
Also visually handicapped, he manages 
the cafeteria at Ekco Products Co. in 
Wheeling. They have meen married 
nearly two years. 


MRS. LASSATER said her biggest sat- 


isfaction in her work comes from feeling 
". . . that I'm really needed in my job. 
And the people here are always ready to 
help me if I need it." 


She received the "Employe of the 


Year" award — a specially engraved 
plaque — at an awards dinner which also 
commemorated the hospital's 10th anni- 
versary. 


Employes from 13 hospital depart- 


ments were nominated for the award. 
From these, five finalists were selected. 
A vote by all Holy Family employes 
found Mrs. Lassater the winner. 


Her reaction? 
"It was exciting and thrilling." 
Did she give a thank-you speech? 
"No, I was scared enough as it was," 


she said.

The Arlington Heights Plan Commis- 


sion voted Wednesday to recommend de- 
nial of rezoning to allow a moderate-in- 
come housing project on the Viatorian 
land. 


The request for rezoning, presented by 


the Metropolitan Housing Development 
Corporation, will now be forwarded to 
the Arlington Heights Village Board for a 
final decision, probably at the board's 
first meeting in July. 


The commission's decision, passed by 


a 9-2 vote, was greeted by loud applause 
from the audience. 


Lincoln Green, the moderate-income 


housing development, was proposed for a 
15-acre portion of the land that also in- 
cludes St. Viator High School, 1213 E. 
Oakton St. The housing site fronts on Eu- 
clid Street between Drury Lane and Dry- 
den Place. At present, the site is zoned 
for single-family units and the MHDC 
was requesting multi-family zoning. 


THE PROPOSAL includes 100 one-bed- 


room, 48 two-bedroom, 30 three-bedroom 
and 12 four-bedroom units for a total of 
190. The $4 million development would 
include two-story townhouse-styled apart- 
ments and would rent to moderate in- 
come families earning between $5,000 
and $12.000. 


During MHDC's presentation, Marvin 


Chandler, its president, said if the devel- 
opment was approved MHDC would form 
a citizens advisory group to help in plan- 


ning and managing the development. 


"All individuals and organizations who 


have shown an interest, favorable or oth- 
erwise, in the development" would be 
asked to serve on the committee, Chan- 
dler said. 


He said members of the committee 


would be appointed by the village presi- 
dent and MHDC would work to try to 
implement the committee's suggestions. 


Chandler said MHDC officials wanted 


to reaffirm their willingness "to work 
with the citizens of Arlington Heights to 
make the development an asset to the 
community."

Blindness 
Doesn't Halt 
Medical Aide 


Medicine has always ranked high on 


the list of interests for Cynthia Lassater 
of Wheeling and even blindness could not 
stop her from a career in medicine. 


The young woman, a medical trans- 


criber in the radiology (X-ray) depart- 
ment at Holy Family Hospital in Des 
Plaines, recently was voted "Employe of 
the Year" by the hospital staff. 


Mrs. Lassater began training for her 


medical career several years ago when 
she became blind while studying to be- 
come a nurse. 


"I had been in nurses training for 2% 


years and had six months to go when I 
started to become blind," she recalled. 
"Of course, I had to quit. I had always 
been interested in medicine. Medical 
transcribing was a related field, so I 
went into it. It wasn't too hard for me, 
because I really wanted to learn and I 
worked at it." 


MRS. LASSATER'S job involves trans- 


cribing doctors' reports on the results of 
X-rays taken in the Holy Family radio- 
logy department. She estimated that she 
types about 75 reports a day. 


Born and raised in Sterling, about 120 


miles southwest of Chicago, Mrs. Lassa- 
ter studied to be a medical typist at the 
Lighthouse for the Blind in Chicago. 


The training program lasted for six 


months. A major part of the program 
involved instruction in the operation of 
the dictaphone and use of the typewriter. 
Learning to type accurately was the 
hardest part of the program, she said. 


While studying at the Lighthouse, Mrs. 


Lassater also met her future husband. 
Also visually handicapped, he manages 
the cafeteria at Ekco Products Co. in 
Wheeling. They have meen married 
nearly two years. 


MRS. LASSATER said her biggest sat- 


isfaction in her work comes from feeling 
". . . that I'm really needed in my job. 
And the people here are always ready to 
help me if I need it." 


She received the "Employe of the 


Year" award — a specially engraved 
plaque — at an awards dinner which also 
commemorated the hospital's 10th anni- 
versary. 


Employes from 13 hospital depart- 


ments were nominated for the award. 
From these, five finalists were selected. 
A vote by all Holy Family employes 
found Mrs. Lassater the winner. 


Her reaction? 
"It was exciting and thrilling." 
Did she give a thank-you speech? 
"No, I was scared enough as it was," 


she said.

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Sprinkling 
Is Banned 
In Palatine 


Palatine residents have been requested 


to stop sprinkling their lawns until the 
next sufficient rainfall conies. 


The sprinkling ban was decided upon 


by village officials yesterday afternoon 
after an evaluation of the water supply. 


Village officials earlier had indicated 


there was no water shortage and prob- 
ably would be none in the village this 
summer. The statement was made by 
Village Mgr. Berton Braun Monday that 
the water situation looked good since all 
six wells were in excellent operating con- 
dition this year and the new seventh well 
was supplying another 1.5 million gallons 
daily. 


The wells have been sufficient to sup- 


ply enough water during the day and 
during peak water usage hours between 6 
and 8 a.m. and between 4 and 7:30 p.m. 
The wells were able to refill the storage 
tanks during the nights with a full supply 
for the following day. 


HOWEVER TUESDAY night enough 


water was being used that the tanks 
were unable to refill before the peak 
hours yesterday. 


"Now we've got such a large amount 


of lawn sprinkling and other ises that 
we're drawing down the reservoirs to the 
point they can't refill overnight," Braun 
said. "As you start to lose ground it's 
reflected in the water pressure on the 
outer edges of the system." 


He said the decision was made to im- 


pose the sprinkling restriction basically 
for fire protection reasons. "When you're 
not making progress against '.he demand 
for water ynu have to consider the possi- 
bility of not having a supply of water 
available in event of a fire," Braun said. 


In the 24 hours between Tuesday and 


yesterday afternoon 5,310,000 gallons of 
water were pumped by the seven wells. 
The actual consumption was more than 
that since the reserve was lower yester- 
day than Tuesday. 


THE LARGEST average daily demand 


last July, the heaviest month of water 
usage, was 3.5 million gallons each day. 
The maximum day hi that month was 4.5 
million gallons. 


Last month the average was 3.2 million 


gallon* per day. The maximum usage a 
ye?r ago May was 2.3 million. 


Brun said another factor in the deci- 


sion to impose sprinkling restrictions 
was the weather forecast which includes 
DO rain before Sunday. "We can't hold 
out that long," he said. 


"The situation reflects the dry spring 


we've had. It's one of these things which 
is going to happen in a growing commu- 
nity," Braun said. 


He added that the eighth well under 


construction will not be done until this 
winter.

Residents Agree To Palatine Road Plans 


Reconstruction plans for Palatine Road 


at Winston Drive, which will mean about 
five families losing their homes, were 
agreed to by residents Wednesday night 
and will be recommended soon to the 
Palatine Village Board. 


The plans were approved by residents 


at the meeting with Illinois Division of 
Highways officials at the Palatine Vil- 
lage' Hall, for lack of any more accept- 
able plans being considered feasible by 
the highway department. 


The approved plans include reconst- 


ructing Palatine Road from just east of 
Rohlwing Road to near Rte. 53 making it 
four twelve-foot lanes with three four- 
foot medians. The frontage roads along 
Palatine Road will be 22 feet wide and 
will branch off the road and curve 
around to meet Winston Drive further 
north and south of the intersection. 


The original construction plans also in- 


cluded widening Palatine Road from 
Rohlwing Road to Hicks Road but the 
plans were dropped because of strong ob- 
jection by residents according to high- 
way officials. 


Residents from the Winston Park area 


at the meeting Wednesday were not in 
total agreement with the plans, which 
were reduced to two alternates instead of 
the six presented earlier. 


The one finally agreed upon was rec- 


ommended by the state originally and in- 
cludes condemnation of four homes on 
the corner of Winston Drive and Palatine 
Road and one home on the corner of Wil- 
liams Drive and Palatine Road. 


OBJECTION WAS raised to the plan 


by residents living in some of these 
homes and others whose homes would be 
abutting the planned frontage roads and 


may be losing portions of their property. 


Others just wanted the issue settled, 


however, so they would know whether 
they should move. 


The plan's advantages were pointed 


out by Cesar Nepomucemo of the Illinois 
Division of Highways. 


He said it provides a service road 


which would be away from the inter- 
section and provides proper chan- 
nelization and effective signalization. 


It was recommended over the other 


plan which would relocate the intersectio 
of Winston Drive and Paltine Road to a 
point west of the creek about a half-mile 
west of the present intersection. 


This alternate was suggested by resi- 


dents at a prior meeting early last win- 
ter. The attraction of the plan is that it 
would avoid taking any houses, but it 
also had several disadvantages. 


Motorists would have to travel a much 


greater distance to get onto Palatine 
Road from the frontage roads, it might 
require four lanes on the frontage roads 
and would require the condemnation of 
property owned by the village but 
planned for parks, which may take as 
long as two years. 


"IT WAS NOT AS feasible or as ef- 


ficient a solution to the traffic problem 
as the original plan, according to Ne- 
pomucemo. 


Another advantage of the original plan 


is that it would provide signals at the 
Winston Drive intersection which would 
diminish the hazard to children crossing 
the street. Nepomucemo said he felt chil- 
dren would cross there rather than fur- 
ther west at the signals if the inter- 
section was relocated. 


All of the residents agreed something 


had to be done about the intersection but 
could not agree on how it should be done. 
They apparently accepted the state's 
plan because any suggestions made by 
them were said to be infeasible by Ne- 
pomucemo. 


Several residents felt putting one sig- 


nal in the present intersection would 
solve the problem but Nepomucemo said 
that was tried on the eastern part of Pal- 
atine Road and it hasn't worked. 


A letter from the Illinois Division of 


Highways will now be sent to the Pala- 
tine Village Board recommending the 
plan. If the board responds favorably, 
condemnation of the homes and detailed 
plans of the reconstruction will begin. 
Condemnation proceedings would be 
completed by the first of the year and 
construction could begin.

Congress Hides 
Some Documents

Congress Is taking swift action in in- 


vestigating governmental procedures in 
classifying certain documents, keeping 
them from reaching both Congress and 
the public 


This action follows a United States Dis- 


trict Court injunction preventing the New 
York Times from printing, pending final 
court action, excerpts from two secret 
Pentagon documents concerning the U. 
S role in Vietnam, the "History of U. S 
Decision-Making Process on Viet Nam 
Policy" and "The Command and Control 
Study of the Tonkin Gulf Incident." 


Most of the people interviewed by 


the Herald felt the New York Times was 
justified in printing the excerpts, al- 
though some differed about how national 
security should affect government sup- 
pression of information. 


Mr. Paul S. Temple, 4018 Bluebird 


Lane, Rolling Meadows, said as long as 
the war in Vietnam Is in progress, cer- 
tain things should be kept secret. "The 
m i l i t a r y can't let all Information 
out. especially with the kind of countries 
we oppose. The Communist countries 
have an ace in their deck — they don't 
tell anyone anything," he said. 


A PALATINE woman who wished to 


remain unidentified said, "I don't be- 
lieve in suppression of information, un- 
less it affects the national security. How- 
ever, some people could lose faith in the 
government because of the Times in- 
cident, if they haven't already." 


Another unidentified Palatine woman 


also said she felt some government sup- 
pression of news was necessary, but for 


a different reason. "I don't know that the 
people should know everything," she 
said. "In any kind of government a lot of 
information must be suppressed. I don't 
approve of it, but if we knew everything 
I think there would be a civil war in this 
country. 


"What we're doing is killing people in 


other countries to save lives in ours and 
keep us prosperous," she said. 


Mrs. R Hilburn, 169 Palatine Rd., Pal- 


atine, said the government should not 
suppress freedom of speech. "I don't 
think the government should hide the 
truth. We have the right to know the 
truth about the war," she said. 


MRS. ARTHUR A. Kasen, 2705 Flicker 


Lane, Rolling Meadows, agreed, "The 
truth about the war should be exposed," 
she said. 


One woman interviewed had a more 


cynical attitude. "The government seems 
to do what they want, anyway," said 
Mrs. Ronald 0. Slavik, 2701 Owl Lane, 
Rolling Meadows. "But I would like to 
know what's going on " 


Mrs. Patrick F. Quinn, 2307 Robin 


Lane, Rolling Meadows, was completely 
behind the Times articles. "Being a gov- 
ernment of the people, the government 
has no right to suppress any information 
at all, regardless of any national security 
problems involved. Officials back to 
Franklin Roosevelt have lied to cover up 
their mistakes, and these mistakes 
should be exposed. 


"We do have a right to know, if only 


because we pay them all that money." 


"An investigation into classification

Ask Zoning Denial For Housing Plan

The Arlington Heights Plan Commis- 


sion voted Wednesday to recommend de- 
nial of rezoning to allow a moderate-in- 
come housing project on the Viatorian 
land. 


The request for rezoning, presented by 


the Metropolitan Housing Development 
Corporation, will now be forwarded to 
the Arlington Heights Village Board for a 
final decision, probably at the board's 
first meeting in July. 


The commission's decision, passed by 


a 9-2 vote, was greeted by loud applause 
from the audience. 


Lincoln Green, the moderate-income 


housing development, was proposed for a 
IS-acre portion of the land that also in- 
cludes St. Viator High School, 1213 E. 
Oakton St. The housing site fronts on Eu- 
clid Street between Drury Lane and Dry- 
den Place. At present, the site is zoned 
for single-family units and the MHDC 
was requesting multi-family zoning. 


THE PROPOSAL includes 100 one-bed- 


room, 48 two-bedroom, 30 three-bedroom 
and 12 four-bedroom units for a total tof 
190. The $4 million development would 
include two-story townhouse-styled apart- 
ments and would rent to moderate in- 
come families earning between $5,000 
and $12,000. 


During MHDC's presentation, Marvin 


Chandler, its president, said if the devel- 
opment was approved MHDC would form 
a citizens advisory group to help in plan- 
ning and managing the development. 


"All individuals and organizations who 


have shown an interest, favorable or oth- 
erwise, in the development" would be 
asked to serve on the committee, Chan- 
dler said. 


He said members of the committee 


would be appointed by the village presi- 
dent and MHDC would work to try to 
implement the committee's suggestions.

Woman Golfer Teed-Off 
About Men Only Rules 


Mrs. Patti Lister of Des Plaines is not 


a Women's Lib advocate. She just wants 
to play golf on Saturday mornings. 


"I think it's unfair," says Mrs. Lister, 


who is "teed off" at Mount Prospect 
Park officials because they have closed 
•the fairways to members of the fairer 
sex on Saturday and Sunday mornings. 


Mrs. Lister, of 1099 Jeanette, has 


threatened to sue the prak board, claim- 
ing her civil rights are being violated, 
unless the park district recants and 
opens up its Mount Prospect Country 
Club golf course to women on week end 
mornings. 


The whole thing started a couple weeks 


ago, says Mrs. Lister, who has played 
golf for four years and says she shoots in 
the "high 50's" for nine holes. 


"My husband and I went to play golf 


on Saturday, June 5. We had a starting 
time at 11:05 but when my husband 
started to pay our greens fee, they told 
me I wasn't allowed to play because I 
was a woman and women weren't 
allowed on the course before one 
o'clock," she says. 


"I asked one of the men why they did 


this and he said 'go to the park board, 
lady,' so I did," she says. 


"I 
CALLED THE Civil Liberties 


Union, and I called the Illinois Human 
Relations Commission and the Chicago 
Human Relations Commission and the 
Legal Aid Society and I made a lot of 
other calls trying to get help," said Mrs. 
Lister, who finally was referred to an 
attorney by a women's liberation group. 


"They were the only ones who thought 


it was really wrong and discriminatory 
against women," she says 


Accompanied by her attorney (a wom- 


an), Mrs. Lister went to the park board, 
where she was told the no-female ruling 
is traditional at the district's golf course 


Men work all week, the park commis- 


sioner said, and should be allowed to 
play by themselves on week end morn- 
ings. 


The park board attitude didn't sit too 


well with Mrs. Lister or her attorney, 
Judith Atiknson. 


"In effect, what they have done is 


completely outlawed women who work 
from playing golf," says Miss Atkinson. 


"To many men, especially four of the 


five men on the committee who all 
seemed over 50, this isn't any form of 
discrimination because of their chauvi- 
nistic male minds something like this is 
perfectly legitimate," she says. 


An additional park rule giving men tee- 


off times between 5 and 6 p m. on week 
nights effectively blocks working women 
from playing at all, Miss Atkinson says. 


MISS ATKINSON SAYS she'll submit a 


brief to the park board telling why she 
thinks the no-woman ruling should be 
changed. 


"But if the park board refuses to listen 


to a reasonable argument and provide 
equal access to the golf course for all 
sexes at all hours, we will then be forced 
to go to federal court," she says.

Park officials point out that the course 


is open to women on Tuesday, Wednes- 
day and Thursday mornings and men are 
not allowed to play between 7:30 and 9:30 
a m on those days. 


"According to law, we cannot dis- 


criminate against anyone because of 
their sex but we have found over the 
years that running the golf course with 
specific times for different groups to 
play gets the most use out of it," says 
Park 
Commissioner Roland 
Becker, 


chairman of the golf course committee. 


"We can run the golf course in an or- 


derly manner by setting up specific 
times for men's leagues, 
women's 


leagues and youth," he says 


Tom Cooper, park director, says the 


no-woman rule on week end mornings is 
not discriminatory. 


"We set the two days aside for men 


because they work all week. Women who 
are golfers can usually arrange to play 
during the week but Saturdays and Sun- 
days are the only time men can," says 
Cooper.

received a tip late Wednesday night from 
a Palatine youth who said he had infor- 
mation on the missing kit. The boy said 
he had noticed what appeared to be parts 
of the test equipment lying on the floor of 
a friend's car. 


POLICE CHECKED with one of the 


passengers in the car, a 17-year-old Ar- 
lington Heights youth, who said the sto- 
len case had been discarded in a lot at 
the John Sexton Sand and Gravel Corp., 
9600 W. Central Rd., Des Plaines. 


Searching with flashlights, five police 


officers found the missing case about 50 


feet inside the main gate and 20 feet off 
the entrance driveway. 


There were no capsules in the case or 


in the immediate area, police reported. 


The officers also recovered a yellow 


hard hat taken from Hanselman's car at 
the time the kit was stolen. 


The Arlington Heights youth then told 


police a friend had first opened the kit 
at the corner of Hawthorne Street and 
Chestnut Avenue in Arlington heights. 
But an intensive search of the inter- 
section failed to turn up the missing cya- 
nide. 


Hanselman. an employe of the Dear- 


born Chemical Co. in Lake Zurich, said 
he last used the kit approximately two 
weeks ago. 


He said he remembers six cyanide cap-

To Maulding, manager of Quality Care 


and Landscape, and town 
officials, 


thistles are "noxious weeds." 


This summer the town board plans to 


crack down on all thistles in the area, 
that is, if they are found growing in unin- 
corporated areas outside the municipal- 
ities of Elk Grove Village, Mount Pros- 
p e c t , Rolling Meadows, Arlington 
Heights, and Des Platnes. 


"THIS IS the first time we have taken 


a positive stand on enforcing a weed pro- 


gram,"- asserted Bernard F. 1/ee, a town 
board member. 


He said Maulding has been instructed 


to investigate complaints of wild weed 
growth as well as patrol the township 
looking for weeds. 


Residents on whose property weeds are 


found will be notified by the township to 
cut their weeds, according to Lee. If they 
refuse, the thistle commissioner will do 
the task for them and Dili the property 
owners, he said. 


If someone refuses to pay, "we'll place 


a lien against their property," said Lee, 
adding that the town board recently 
passed an ordinace to this effect.

Congress Hides 
Some Documents

Congress is taking swift action in in- 


vestigating governmental procedures in 
classifying certain documents, keeping 
them from reaching both Congress and 
the public. 


This action follows a United States Dis- 


trict Court injunction preventing the New 
York Times from printing, pending final 
court action, excerpts from two secret 
Pentagon documents concerning the U. 
S role in Vietnam, the "History of U. S. 
Decision-Making Process on Viet Nam 
Policy" and "The Command and Control 
Study of the Tonkin Gulf Incident." 


Most of the people interviewed by 


the Herald felt the New York Times was 
justified in printing the excerpts, al- 
though some differed about how national 
security should affect government sup- 
pression of information.

Lane, Rolling Meadows, said as long as 
the war in Vietnam is in progress, cer- 
taintthings should be kept secret. "The 
m i l i t a r y can't let all Information 
out, especially with the kind of countries 
we oppose. The Communist countries 
have an ace in their deck — they don't 
tell anyone anything," he said. 


A PALATINE woman who wished to 


remain unidentified said, "I don't be- 
lieve in suppression of information, un- 
less it affects the national security. How- 
ever, some people could lose faith in the 
government because of the Times in- 
cident, if they haven't already." 


Another unidentified Palatine woman 


also said she felt some government sup- 
pression of news was necessary, but for 


a different reason. "I don't know that the 
people should know everything," she 
said. "In any kind of government a lot of 
information must be suppressed. I don't 
approve of it, but if we knew everything 
I think there would be a civil war in this 
country. 


"What we're doing is killing people in 


other countries to save Uves in ours and 
keep us prosperous," she said. 


Mrs. R. Hilburn, 169 Palatine Rd., Pal- 


atine, said the government should not 
suppress freedom of speech. "I don't 
think the government should hide the 
truth. We have the right to know the 
truth about the war," she said. 


MRS. ARTHUR A. Kasen, 2705 Flicker 


Lane, Rolling Meadows, agreed, "The 
truth about the war should be exposed," 
she said. 


One woman interviewed had a more 


cynical attitude. "The government seems 
to do what they want, anyway," said 
Mrs. Ronald 0. Slavik, 2701 Owl Lane, 
Rolling Meadows. "But I would like to 
know what's going on." 


Mrs. Patrick F. Quinn, 2307 Robin 


Lane, Rolling Meadows, was completely 
behind the Times articles. "Being a gov- 
ernment of the people, the government 
has no right to suppress any information 
at all, regardless of any national security 
problems involved. Officials back to 
Franklin Roosevelt have lied to cover up 
their mistakes, and these mistakes 
should be exposed. 


"We do have a right to know, if only 


because we pay them all that money," 


"An investigation into classification

Ask Zoning Denial For Housing Plan

The Arlington Heights Plan Commis- 


sion voted Wednesday to recommend de- 
nial of rezoning to allow a moderate-in- 
come housing project on the Viatorian 
land. 


The request for rezoning, presented by 


the Metropolitan Housing Development 
Corporation, will now be forwarded to 
the Arlington Heights Village Board for a 
final decision, probably at the board's 
first meeting in July. 


The commission's decision, passed by 


a 9-2 vote, was greeted by loud applause 
from the audience. 


Lincoln Green, the moderate-income 


housing development, was proposed for a 
IS-acre portion of the land that also in- 
cludes St. Viator High School, 1213 E. 
Oakton St. The housing site fronts on Eu- 
clid Street between Drury Lane and Dry- 
den Place. At present, the site is zoned 
for single-family units and the MHDC 
was requesting multi-family zoning. 


THE PROPOSAL includes 100 one-bed- 


room, 48 two-bedroom, 30 three-bedroom 
and 12 four-bedroom units for a total of 
190. The $4 million development would 
include two-story townhouse-styled apart- 
ments and would rent to moderate in- 
come families earning between $5,000 
and $12,000. 


During MHDC's presentation, Marvin 


Chandler, its president, said if the devel- 
opment was approved MHDC would form 
a citizens advisory group to help in plan- 
ning and managing the development. 


"All individuals and organizations who 


have shown an interest, favorable or oth- 
erwise, in the development" would be • 
asked to serve on the committee, Chan- 
dler said. 


He said members of the committee 


would be appointed by the village presi- 
dent and MHDC would work to try to 
implement the committee's suggestions.

Woman Golfer Teed-Off 
About Men Only Rules 


Mrs. Patti Lister of Des Plaines is not 


a Women's Lib advocate. She just wants 
to play golf on Saturday mornings. 


"I think it's unfair," .<=ays Mrs. Lister, 


who is "teed off" at Mount Prospect 
Park officials because they' have closed 
the fairways to members of the fairer 
sex on Saturday and Sunday mornings. 


Mrs. Lister, of 1099 Jeanette, has 


threatened to sue the prate board, claim- 
ing her civil rights are being violated, 
unless the park district recants and 
opens up its Mount Prospect Country 
Club golf course to women on week end 
mornings. 


The whole thing started a couple weeks 


ago, says Mrs. Lister, who has played 
golf for four years and says she shoots in 
the "high 50's" for nine holes. 


"My husband and I went to play golf 


on Saturday, June 5. We had a starting 
time at 11:05 but when my husband 
started to pay our greens fee, they told 
me I wasn't allowed to play because I 
was a woman and women weren't 
allowed on the course before one 
o'clock," she says. 


"I asked one of the men why they did 


this and he said 'go to the park board, 
lady,' so I did," she says. 


"I 
CALLED THE Civil 
Liberties 


Union, and I called the Illinois Human 
Relations Commission and the Chicago 
Human Relations Commission and the 
Legal Aid Society and I made a lot of 
other calls trying to get help," said Mrs. 
Lister, who finally was referred to an 
attorney by a women's liberation group. 


"They were the only ones who thought 


it was really wrong and discriminatory 
against women," she says. 


Accompanied by her attorney (a wom- 


an), Mrs. Lister went to the park board, 
where she was told the no-female ruling 
is traditional at the district's golf course. 


Men work all week, the park commis- 


sioner said, and should be allowed to 
play by themselves on week end morn- 
ings. 


The park board attitude didn't sit too 


well with Mrs. Lister or her attorney, 
Judith Atiknson. 


"In effect, what they have done is 


completely outlawed women who work 
from playing golf," says Miss Atkinson. 


"To many men; especially four of the 


five men on the committee who all 
seemed over SO, this isn't any form of 
discrimination because of their chauvi- 
nistic male minds something like this is 
perfectly legitimate," she says. 


An additional park rule giving men tee- 


off times between 5 and 6 p.m. on week 
nights effectively blocks working women 
from playing at all, Miss Atkinson says. 


MISS ATKINSON SAYS she'll submit a 


brief to the park board telling why she 
thinks the no-woman ruling should be 
changed. 


"But if the park board refuses to listen 


to a reasonable argument and provide 
equal access to the golf course for all 
sexes at all hours, we will then be forced 
to go to federal court," she says. 


Park officials point out that the course 


is open to women on Tuesday, Wednes- 
day and Thursday mornings and men are 
not allowed to play between 7:30 and 9:30 
a.m. on those days. 


"According to law, we cannot dis- 


criminate against anyone because of 
their sex but we have found over the 
years that running the golf course with 
specific times for different groups to 
play gets the most use out of it," says 
Park 
Commissioner Roland 
Becker, 


chairman of the golf course committee. 


"We can run the golf course in an or- 


derly manner by setting up specific 
times 
for men's 
leagues, 
women's 


leagues and youth," he says. 


Tom Cooper, park director, says the 


no-woman rule on week end mornings is 
not discriminatory. 


"We set the two days aside for men 


because they work all week. Women who 
are golfers can usually arrange to play 
during the week but Saturdays and Sun- 
days are the only time men can," says 
Cooper.

• Police in Arlington Heights said they 
received a tip late Wednesday night from 
a Palatine youth who said be had infor- 
mation ori the missing kit. The boy said 
he had noticed what appeared to be parts 
of the test equipment lying on the floor of 
a friend's car. 


POLICE CHECKED with one of the 


passengers in the car, a 17-year-old Ar- 
lington Heights youth, who said the sto- 
len case had been discarded in a lot at 
the John Sexton Sand and Gravel Corp., 
9800 W. Central Rd., Des Plaines. 


Searching with flashlights, five police 


officers found the missing case about 50 


feet inside the main gate and 20 feet off 
the entrance driveway. 


There were no capsules in the case or 


in the immediate area, police reported. 


The officers also recovered a yellow 


hard hat taken from Hanselman's car at 
the time the kit was stolen. 


The Arlington Heights youth then told 


police a friend had first opened the kit 
at the corner of Hawthorne Street and 
Chestnut Avenue in Arlington Heights. 
But an intensive search of the inter- 
section failed to turn up the missing cya- 
nide. 


Hanselman, an employe of the Dear- 


born Chemical Co. in Lake Zurich, said 
he last used the kit approximately two 
weeks ago.

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Low-Cost Housing 
Plan Unfeasible, 
Walsh Declares

Arlington Heights Mayor Jack Walsh 


Wednesday told a group seeking to "open 
up the suburbs" to low-income housing 
that their goal is politically impractical 
and infeasible. 


He said the answer to the problem lies 


in development of new communities. 


Walsh appeared before about 150 advo- 


cates of suburban low-income housing at 
the same time that the village Plan Com- 
mission was hearing arguments on the 
proposed Lincoln Green moderate-in- 
come housing project on the St. Viator 
High School land. 


The meeting in Chicago was sponsored 


by the National Council of Christians and 
Jews and whs attended by leaders of 17 
organizations such as the Leadership 
Council for Metropolitan Open Housing, 
the League of Women Voters, the 
NAACP, the North Suburban Housing 
Coalition and others. Walsh was the only 
elected official on the program. 


During brief remarks following the 


main address of the evening, Walsh told 
the group. "To my mind there is a cer- 
tain degree of impracticality in the way 
you are trying to inject low income hous- 
ing into suburban communities." 


Asked by a member of the audience to 


amplify that remark, he declared, "Po- 
litically, this is not a popular thing — I 
think it's not even a feasible thing." 


Walsh declared that he had a deep con- 


cern over the question of low income 
housing, but that he had made no com- 
mitment on it. "Being an avocational 
mayor and a vocational businessman, I 
find great demands on my time," he 
said. 


"I cannot enjoy the luxury of any com- 


mitment which does not lead to practical 
results." 


Walsh reiterated his invitation to Chi- 


cago Mayor Richard J. Daley to meet 
with suburban officials for a joint dis- 
cussion on low-income housing in the en- 
tire metropolitan area. 


He noted that repeated invitations to 


Daley have been ignored. "I think a 
great many suburban officials could be 
brought together if Daley would cooper- 
ate. Then we could commence to begin 
attacking the problem." 


Walsh said he hopes "to continue to 


approach the problem with an open 
mind." But. he said. "I don't think the 
answer is in whether Arlington Heights 
accept) the Viatorian project. I don't 
think the answer is in putting a few 
homesites in a city of thousands and 
thousands of people." 


Referring to a need for a com- 


prehensive metropolitan approach to 


housing, he said, "Nobody has even told 
me yet how many people need to be ac- 
commodated." 


"I think the answer lies in the new 


towns concept." 


Walsh defended suburban zoning regu- 


lations which had been described by oth- 
er speakers as exclusionary of the poor. 
"I would like to point out," he said, "that 
they were not designed and have not 
been perpetuated for the purpose of ex- 
cluding anyone." He said most were 
written 10 to 15 years ago for the purpose 
of "developing the community properly." 


Earlier in the meeting, the executive 


director of the Miami Valley (Ohio) Re- 
gional Planning Commission had de- 
scribed how the commission launched a 
low-income housing plan through an 
agreement a mong Dayton suburbs to 
each accept a "fair-share" of projects. 


He said a major obstacle had been to 


get the first community to agree, be- 
cause each mayor felt he would be 


"opening the blow-off valve to peole in 


the city of Dayton and they would all be 
ADC mothers, all blacks." 


At the beginning of his remarks Walsh 


jokingly said he had been invited be- 
cause he happened to be "the guy who is 
sitting with his hand on the pin of the 
pop-off valve."

OTSD Takes 
Dig At MSD 
Sewer Site 


One week after the- Metropolitan Sani- 


tary District (MSD) restored a construc- 
tion site along Wheeling Road in Pros- 
pect Heights last month, the Prospect 
Heights Old Town Sanitary District be- 
gan digging the same land. 


"We asked MSD to wait on the restora- 


tion work until we were finished with our 
construction, but they went ahead," said 
Richard Schuld, OTSD superintendent. 
Joseph Pivnicka, an MSD engineer, said 
their contractors were bound by "con- 
tract to restore the area as soon as the 
construction was completed." 


The MSD contractors spread black dirt 


and planted grass seed along Wheeling 
Road, north of Camp McDonald Road, 
after installing an interceptor sewer line. 
The interceptor connects OTSD sewer 
lines to MSD sewage treatment plants. 


Construction of the OTSD system has 


been divided into two phases and costs 
approximately $1.1 million. All of the 
lines west of Wheeling Road will be in 
operation by July 1. 


The OTSD delayed construction of the 


last portion of Phase One until MSD had 
completed construction along Wheeling 
Road, said Schuld. The OTSD con- 
tractors have dug up the area MSD re- 
stored and are now installing sewers 
there. 


OTSD is also restoring other areas in 


Phase One and expects to start digging 
in Phase Two during the latter part of 
the summer. 


Charges Park District Rules Unfair 
Woman Golfer Is 
Really 
Teed-Off 


Mrs. Patti Lister of Des Plaines is not 


a Women's Lib advocate. She just wants 
to play golf on Saturday mornings. 


"I think it's unfair," says Mrs. Lister, 


who is "teed off" at Mount Prospect 
Park officials because they have closed 
the fairways to members of the fairer 
sex on Saturday and Sunday mornings. 


Mrs. Lister, of 1099 Jeanette, has 


threatened to sue the prak board, claim- 
ing her civil rights are being violated, 
unless the park district recants and 
opens up its Mount Prospect Country 
Club golf course to women on week end 
mornings. 


The whole thing started a couple weeks 


ago, says Mrs. Lister, who has played 
golf for four years and says she shoots in 
the "high SO's" for nine holes. 


"My husband and I went to play golf 


on Saturday, June 5. We had a starting 
time at 11:05 but when my husband 
started to pay our greens fee, they told 
me I wasn't allowed to play because I 
was a woman and women weren't 
allowed on the course before one 
o'clock," she says. 


"I asked one of the men why they did 


this and he said 'go to the park board, 
lady,' so I did," she says. 


"I CALLED THE Civil Liberties 


Union, and I called the Illinois Human 


Relations Commission and the Chicago 
Human Relations Commission and the 
Legal Aid Society and I made a lot of 
other calls trying to get help," said Mrs. 
Lister, who finally was referred to an 
attorney by a women's liberation group. 


"They were the only ones who thought 


it was really wrong and discriminatory 
against women," she says. 


Accompanied by hex'attorney (a wom- 


an), Mrs. Lister went to the park board, 
where she was told the no-female ruling 
is traditional at the district's golf course. 


Men work all week, the park commis- 


sioner said, and should be allowed to 
play by themselves on week end morn- 
ings. 


The park board attitude didn't sit too 


well with Mrs. Lister or her attorney, 
Judith Atiknson. 


"In effect, what they have done is 


completely outlawed women who work 
from playing golf," says Miss Atkinson. 


"To many men, especially four of the 


five men on the committee who all 
seemed over 50, this isn't any form of 
discrimination because of their chauvi- 
nistic male minds something like this is 
perfectly legitimate," she says. 


An additional park rule giving men tee- 


off times between 5 and 6 p.m. on week 
nights effectively blocks working women 


*•«*•• 


from playing at all, Miss Atkinson says. 


MISS ATKINSON SAYS she'll submit a 


brief to the park board telling why she 
thinks the no-woman ruling should be 
changed. 


"But if the park board refuses to listen 


to a reasonable argument and provide 
equal access to the golf course for all 
sexes at all hours, we will then be forced 
to go to federal court," she says. 


Park officials point out that the course 


is open to women on Tuesday, Wednes- 
day and Thursday mornings and men are 
not allowed to play between 7:30 and 9:30 


a.m. on those days. 


"According to law, we cannot dis- 


criminate against anyone because of 
their sex but we have found over the 
years that running the golf course with 
specific .times for different groups to 
play gets the most use out of it," says 
Park 
Commissioner Roland Becker, 


chairman of the golf course committee. 


"We can run the golf course in an or- 


derly manner by setting up specific 
times for men's 
leagues, 
women's 


leagues and youth," he says. 


Tom Cooper, park director, says the 


no-woman rule on week end mornings is 
not discriminatory. 


"We set the two days aside for men 


because they work all week. Women who 
are golfers can usually arrange to play 
during the week but Saturdays and Sun- 
days are the only time men can," says 
Cooper. 


BUT ACCORDING TO Mrs. Lister, a 


housewife with two children, she can't 
get out on week days and besides, she 
likes to play golf with her husband. 


"I happen to really enjoy playing 


golf," she says.

The boy said 
he had noticed what appeared to be parts 
of the test equipment lying on the floor of 
a friend's car. 


POLICE CHECKED with one of the 


passengers in the car, a 17-year-old Ar- 
lington Heights youth, who said the sto- 
,en case had been discarded in a lot at 
the John Sexton Gand and Gravel Corp., 


9800 W. Central Rd., Des Plaines. 


Searching with flashlights, five police 


officers found the missing case about 50 
feet inside the main gate and 20 feet off 
the entrance driveway. 


There were no capsules in the case or 


in the immediate area, police reported. 


The officers also recovered a yellow 


hard hat taken Ijrom Hanselman's car at 
the time the kit was stolen. 


The Arlington Heights youth then tcld 


police a friend had first opened the kit 
at the corner of Hawthorne Street and 
Chestnut Avenue in Arlington Heights. 
But an intensive search of the inter- 
section failed to turn up the missing cya- 
nide.

Proposal For U.S. Funded 
Drug Abuse Program Fails 


A proposal for a federally funded drug 


abuse program that would have involved 
School Dist. 21 and 11 other school dis- 
tricts has failed to win approval. 


Marjorie Beu, Dist 21 curriculum di- 


rector, said Wednesday that the proposal 
has been rejected by the state Title Hi 
advisory board. 


The school districts had sought a 


grant under Title HI of the federal Ele- 
mentary and Secondary Education Act to 
set up a cooperative in-service center to 
provide materials and train teachers in 
teaching about drug abuse. Local school 
districts that would have participated 
would have included dists. 25, 26, 15, 54, 
211. 214 and 21, as well as school districts 
In DeKalb, Sycamore, Rockford, Bins- 
dale and Maywood. 


Miss Beu said she was "very dis- 


appointed" that the proposal failed to 
win state approval. 


SHE ADDED THAT the school dis- 


tricts are thinking of trying some other 
type of cooperative drug abuse training 
program, but have no definite plans so 
far 


Miss Beu said that lack of the in-ser- 


vice training center will hamper the 
comprehensive drug education program 
Dist. 21 will introduce in all the schools 
this fall. 


"We won't have as many materials to 


work with and we won't have as sophis- 
ticated a teacher training program, 
which is the most crucial part of the 
project. We can do a lot as far as ori- 
enting teachers to our curriculum but we 
need someone to give an over-all picture 
of drug abuse," she said. 


Miss Beu said the district will hire con- 


sultants to help with the district's drug 
education orientation for teachers that 
will be held before school starts in the 
fall.

Consider New Social Studies Books 


The River Trails Dist. 26 School Board 


is considering the purchase of new social 
studies textbooks costing a total of $6,400 
to replace texts which teachers term 
"outdated." 


A special committee of the district's 


curriculum council recommended that 
the district replace the present textbooks 
(some of which are 10 years old) at a 
meeting Tuesday, after polling teachers 
on the current social studies curriculum. 
However, the board would not approve 
the committee's recommendations with- 
out further study. 


Board Pres. Harold Haney was con- 


cerned about the cost of new textbooks. 
He said, "We have to expect some 
changes over the years, but can't do it 
all at once." Last month the board ap- 
proved an expenditure of $8,000 to pur- 
chase new language arts textbooks for 
the elementary grades. 


The social studies committee reported, 


"a fair generalization about our social 
studies program below grade three is 
that it is almost nonexistent. In neither 
grade do students have a textbook. The 
teachers have a text, but it is outdated 
and very poorly regarded." 


"ACCORDING TO our survey, the pre- 


sent text in the third grade is also poorly 
regarded," said Matthew Meisterheim, 
chairman of the committee. 


"In general, the fourth and fifth text 


was viewed as adequate although a more 
current book was wanted," said Meister- 
heim. "A less than adequate rating was 
given to the sixth grade text by an aver- 
age number of teachers. It is also out- 
dated." 


Iri the survey, the teachers also said 


they use audio-visual materials "occa- 
sionally" and "rarely or never" in their 
social studies. 


The committee recommended that the 


board purchase the Scott Foresman Co. 
program called "Investigating 
Man's 


World" for grades noa* through five. In 
grade six, the committee proposed that

Highway 83. Almost 24,000 cars use Rand 
Road daily. About 17,000 use Central 
Road daily. 


Listed under projects planned for this 


year are the improvement of the inter- 
section of Central Road and Northwest 
Highway and resurfacing Lincoln Avenue 
from Can-Dota Avenue to See-Gwun Ave- 
nue. 


Besides the William Street bridge, the 


1972 projects include the improvement of 
Wheeling Road from Kensington Avenue 
to Gregory Street and of Gregory Street 
from Wheeling Road to Rand Road. A 
similar project is planned next year for 
Lincoln Avenue from See-Gwun Avenue 


to Kenilworth Street. 


WIDENING AND resurfacing of Lonn- 


quist Boulevard from Busse Road to 
Deborah Lane is planned for 1973. 


Among the items planned for 1974 are 


the widening and resurfacing of portions 
of Council Trail and Manawa Lane. This 
is in addition to the construction of the 
Can-Dota Avenue bridge. 


Most of the items planned for 1975 deal 


with widening and resurfacing portions 
of several streets: Busse Avenue, Ever- 
green Avenue, George Street, and Albert 
Street. 


Also during the next five years resur- 


facing projects are planned on various 
streets throughout the village. 


McManamon said that "In 1976 we can 


foresee a need for improvements along 
Linneman Road, between 
Dempster 


Street and Golf Road, based on present 
development trends in the area." 


BY 1978 HE SAID, Prospect Avenue 


between Maple Street and Mount Pros- 
pect Road will have to be rebuilt. 


Similar work for Hwy. 83 from Golf 


Road to Kensington Road will be neces- 
sary no later than 1980, according to 
McManamon. The work on Hwy. 83 is 
estimated at $8 million. McManamon 
said it would include wider lanes, new 
median strips and left-turn storage bays 
at some intersections, as well as a new 
bridge over Weller Creek. "How much of 
the bill would be paid by the village we 
don't know," he said.

Hits Men 
Only Rule 


Mrs. Patti Lister of Des Plaines is not 


a Women's Lib advocate. She just wants 
to play golf on Saturday mornings. 


"I think it's unfair," says Mrs. Lister, 


who is "teed off" at Mount Prospect 
Park officials because they have, closed 
the fairways to members of the fairer 
sex on Saturday and Sunday mornings. 


Mrs. Lister, of 1099 Jeanette, has 


threatened to sue the prak board, claim- 
ing her civil rights are being violated, 
unless the park district' recants and 
opens up its Mount Prospect Country 
Club golf course to women on week end 
mornings. 


The whole thing started a couple weeks 


ago, says Mrs. Lister, who has played 
golf for four years and says she shoots in 
the "high 50's" for nine holes. 


"My husband and I went to play golf 


on Saturday, June 5. We had a starting 
time at 11:05 but when my husband 
started to pay our greens fee, they told 
me I wasn't allowed to play because I 
was a woman and women weren't 
allowed 
on the course before one 


o'clock," she says. 


"I asked one of the men why they did 


this and he said 'go to the park board, 
lady,' so I did," she says.

Liberties 


Union, and I called the Illinois Human 
Relations Commission and the Chicago 
Human Relations Commission and the 
Legal Aid Society and I made a lot of 
other calls trying to get help," said Mrs. 
Lister, who finally was referred to an 
attorney by a women's liberation group. 


"They were the only ones who thought 


it was really wrong and discriminatory 
against women," she says. 


Accompanied by her attorney (a wom- 


an), Mrs. Lister went to the park board, 
where she was told the no-female ruling 
is traditional at the district's golf course. 


Men work all week, the park commis- 


sioner said, and should be allowed to 
play by themselves on week end morn- 
ings. 


The park board attitude didn't sit too 


well with Mrs. Lister or her attorney, 
Judith Atiknson. 


"In effect, what they have done is 


completely outlawed women who work 
from playing golf," says Miss Atkinson. 


"To many men, especially four of the 


five men on the committee who all 
seemed over 50, this isn't any form of 
discrimination because of their chauvi- 
nistic male minds something like this is 
perfectly legitimate," she says. 


An additional park rule giving men tee- 


off times between 5 and 6 p.m. on week 
nights effectively blocks working women 
from playing at all, Miss Atkinson says.

River Trails School Dist. 26 officials 


are investigating alternatives to main- 
taining the River Road School at Mary- 
ville Academy, in an effort to avoid a 
rent hike for the Chicago Archdiocese 
owned facility. 


Father John Smith, superintendent at 


Maryville, a home for dependent chil- 
dren in Des Plaines, proposed the rent 
hike in a letter read at a Dist. 26 school 
board meeting Tuesday. He suggested 
raising the rent from $5,000 to $17,050. 


The more than 300 Maryville children 


have attended district schools, since 
Catholic Charities announced in 1968 it 
could no longer afford to educate the 
children. The district is reimbursed 100 
per cent by the state for all tuition costs 
(including rent) incurred in educating 
the dependent children. 


Approximately 125 Maryville children 


are attending district schools outside of 
the academy while 150 are attending the 
district's River Road School located at 
the academy. During the first two years 
the district educated the Maryville chil- 
dren, it paid a dollar a year to rent the 
River Road School, 


NOW FATHER SMITH has increased 


the rent (state reimbursed) because of 
Maryville's "tremendous expenses and 
our desire to stabilize the institution. 
Maryville must succeed (financially) on 
its own or it can no longer exist," he 
said. 


Alternatives proposed by the Dist. 26 


school board include the possibility of 
other school districts sharing the respon- 
sibility of educating the Maryville chil- 
dren. In addition, the board may in- 
vestigate the possibility of housing the 
River Road School children in trailers 
and the possibility of using less space at 
Maryville by increasing the class sizes. 


AS A RESULT of a meeting Dist. 26 


Supt. Winston Harwood had with state 
school officials in the spring, the district 
does not have to pay the rent bill until 
after it is reimbursed by the state for 
that bill. Consequently, the district does 
not even have to pay interest on a loan 
while waiting for reimbursement. 


Nevertheless, some of the school board 


members were reluctant to accept the 
rent hike at the Tuesday meeting. After 
hearing Father Smith's letter, school 
board member Lee Hilfman asked, 
"Should we stand for this?"

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Walsh Sees Suburb Low-Income Housing As Impractical

Arlington Heights Mayor Jack Walsh 


Wednesday told a group seeking to "open 
up the suburbs" to low-income bousing 
that their goal is politically impractical 
and infeasible. 


He said the answer to the problem lies 


In development of new communities. 


Walsh appeared before about 150 advo- 


cates of suburban low-income housing at 
the same time that the village Plan Com- 
mission was hearing arguments on the 
proposed Lincoln Green moderate-in- 
come housing project on the St. Viator 
High School land. 


The meeting in Chicago was sponsored 


by the National Council of Christians and 
Jews and was attended by leaders of 17 
organizations such as the Leadership 
Council for Metropolitan Open Housing, 
the League of Women Voters, the 
NAACP, the North Suburban Housing 
Coalition and others. Walsh was the only 
elected official on the program. 


During brief remarks following the 


main address of the evening, Walsh told 
the group, "To my mind there is a cer- 
tain degree of impracticality in the way 
you are trying to inject low income bous- 
ing into suburban communities." 


Asked by a member of the audience to 


amplify that remark, he declared, "Po- 


litically, this is not a popular thing — I 
think it's not even a feasible thing." 


Walsh declared that he had a deep con- 


cern over the question of low income 
housing, but that he had made no com- 
mitment on it. "Being an avocational 
mayor and a vocational businessman, I 
find great demands on my time," he 
said. 


"I cannot enjoy the luxury of any com- 


mitment which does not lead to practical 
results." 


Walsh reiterated his invitation to Chi- 


cago Mayor Richard J. Daley to meet 
with suburban officials for a joint dis- 
cussion on low-income housing in the en- 


tire metropolitan area. 


He noted that repeated invitations to 


Daley have been ignored. "I think a 
great many suburban officials could be 
brought together if Daley would cooper- 
ate. Then we could commence to begin 
attacking the problem." 


Walsh said he hopes "to continue to 


approach the problem with an open 
mind." But, he said, "I don't think the 
answer is in whether ArUngton Heights 
accepts the Viatorian project. I don't 
think the answer is in putting a few 
homesites in a city of thousands and 
thousands of people." 


Referring to a need for a com- 


prehensive metropolitan approach to 
housing, he said, "Nobody bis even told 
me yet how many people need to be ac- 
commodated." 


"I think the answer lies in the new 


towns concept." 


Walsh defended suburban zoning regu- 


lations which had been described by oth- 
er speakers as exclusionary of the poor. 
"I would like to point out," he said, "that 
they were not designed and have not 
been perpetuated for the purpose of ex- 
cluding anyone." He said most were 
written 10 to 15 years ago for the purpose 
of "developing the community properly." 
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Residents Happy, 
Housing Unit Sad 
Over Green Denial

While the majority 
of residents at 


Wednesday night's hearing on moderate- 
income housing left happy, officials of 
the Metropolitan Housing Development 
Corporation (MHDC) expressed bitter 
disappointment at the decision to recom- 
mend denial of the • project, Lincoln 
Green. 


Many of the smiling residents ex- 


pressed their pleasure as they left the 
third hearing on the request for rezoning 
of 15 acres of land adjacent to St. Viator 
High School. 1213 E. Oakton St. 


At the same time, MHDC officials at 


John Hersey High School said they hoped 
for a more "fair" hearing on the project 
when it comes before the Arlington 
Heights Village Board for a final deci- 
sion. 


Salvatore Ferrera, executive director 


of MHDC, chastised the negative recom- 
mendation by the ArUngton Heights Plan 
Commission by saying. "They had their 
mind made up months before we ever 
got here." 


DURING THE HEARING, MHDC offi- 


cials presented an impressively thick file 
of reports and surveys as answers to 
questions asked at previous hearings. 
However, later testimony by opponents 
and comments made by members of the 
plan commission contradicted the con- 
clusions of those surveys and reports. 


Despite the testimony on school im- 


pact, tax studies and other items, the en- 
tire question boiled down to rezoning the 
property, surrounded by already devel- 
oped single-family homes and the high 
school, to allow the 190-moderate-income 
units in townhouse-styled buildings. 


The motion for recommending denial 


of the request stated the rezoning would 
be "spot zoning," a general criticism of 
the project which has been voiced by op- 
ponents for more than a year. Spot zon- 
ing Is considered a poor practice by plan- 
ners because it puts one type of land use 
in the middle of another type of use. 


THE ARGUMENT ON the other side of 


the spot zoning issue is that the Viatorian 
site is too large, 15 acres, to be consid- 
ered a traditional example of this type of 
zoning, which is usually used to refer to 
a small parcel, such as a corner gas sta- 
tion or grocery store in a residential 
neighborhood.

When the vote to recommend denial of 


the Viatorian proposal was made, two 
members of the Arlington Heights Plan 
Commission stood alone in the opposition 
to denying the requMt. 


John Langhenry, vice chairman of the 


commission, and Madeline Schroeder 
were the only two members to vote 
against the denial recommendation. 


The final vote was 9-2 during Wednes- 


day night's Plan Commission hearing on 
Lincoln Green, the moderate-income 
housing project proposed for 15 acres ad- 
jacent to St. Viator High School, 1913 E. 
Oakton St. 


In urging the commission to recom- 


mend approval of the Lincoln Green 
project, Langhenry said the commis- 
sion's decision must be based on evi- 
dence which had been introduced at the 
hearings. "The decisions this commission 
makes and ultimately the decisions made

Of the 190 units, 100 would be one 
bedroom, thus making housing available 
to young married couples and senior citi- 
zens, he said. 


"I cannot believe that the Village of 


Arlington Heights, with a population of 
70,000, is not prepared to provide moder- 
ate-income citizens 190 units. The fami- 
lies of the Lincoln Green area could eas- 
ily assimilate into the community," he 
said. 


Langhenry's comments were answered 


by Victor Beisler, another member of the 
commission who said the whole point 
was whether the zoning was good zoning. 
"In my estimation, it's the wrong spot," 
Beisler said. 


Also reacting to Langhenry's com- 


ments was commission member Rich- 
ard Durava who said he agreed with his 
fellow commission that the decision must 
be based on evidence. "I just wonder if 
we've been attending the same meet- 
ings," Durava said and added that he 
felt approval of the development would 
be a breach of the apartment policy. 


IN HER REMARKS, Mrs. Schroeder 


said the commission must look at the is- 
sue in terms of what was best for the 
community. She said unless the housing 
problem were solved on a local, volun- 
tary level, then it would come to the 
community as an order from a higher 
government level. 


Mrs. Schroeder pointed out the village 


had, in the past, approved apartment 
zoning adjacent to single family homes 
and in those instances, the apartments 
were much more incompatible with the 
surrounding homes than Lincoln Green 
would be to homes surrounding it. 


The only female member of the com- 


mission said the housing problem would 
not be resolved by "repeating our old 
mistakes." She observed that although 
there is a lot of open land across the 
country available for housing, "the 
trouble is, we all want to live in the 
same place." 
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Office Buildings 
May Be Built On 
Post Office Site 


tf a decision isn't made quickly to con- 


struct the new post office at Lee Street 
and Forest Avenue, owners will allow of- 
fice buildings to be constructed on the 
site. 


Owners will seek rezonlng on part of 


the site at a June 29 Des Plaines Zoning 
Board of Appeals meeting to clear the 
way for possible construction of two of- 
fice buildings and a restaurant. 


The owners have paid taxes on the 


land during the two and one-half years it 
has been recommended by some alder- 
men as a post office site, and the owners 
"are tired of waiting," according to Fred 
Owens, of Ben Eidamiller and Co., who 
represents the owners. 


However, "if some action were taken 


soon. It could still" be used for the post 
office, he said. 


THE CITY COUNCIL has asked postal 


officials in the past to build the new post 
office at Lee and Forest, but the federal 
government wants to build on a site it 
owns at Oakton and Executive Way. The 
Lee-Forest site would cost $50,000 more 
than the Oakton site, postal officials 
said. 


Aid. Charles Bolek (3rd) who favors 


the Lee-Forest site told the city council 
May 3 that a post office at Oakton and 
Executive Way would cause $140,000 loss 
in property values to 60 nearby home- 
owners, according to an appraisal. 


Bolek told the council June 7 that the 


postal officials are reexamining their 
building and site plans for Des Plaines, 
but no decision can be expected within 
the next few months because of the con- 
fusion caused by post office reorganiza- 
tion. 


The new post office has been under dis- 


cussion to provide a way of consolidating 
postal operations at four locations, three 
in Des Plaines and one in Rosemont. 


OWENS SAID current plans are to con- 


struct industrial buildings on the rear 
portion of the three parcel lots on the 
site. 


Builders are interested in constructing 


two office buildings and a restaurant on 
the front half, he said. 


The owners have asked to rezone from 


M-l restricted manufacturing to C-2 com- 
mercial on the street half-parcels, he 
said.

Mount Prospect, has been selected as. 
thistle commissioner of Elk Grove Town- 
ship. 


Maulding has been assigned the task 


of probing the unincorporated areas for 
thistles, for which the town board of au- 
ditors will pay him $3.50 an hqur . 


Thistles, according to Webster's dic- 


tionary, are a "tribe of oiickly plants of 
numerous species, most of them in- 
habitants of Europe," Also, according to 
Webster, a thistle is the national emblem 
of Scotland. 


To Maulding, manager of Quality Care 


and Landscape, 
and 
town 
officials, 


thistles are "noxious weeds." 


This summer the town board plans to 


crack down on all thistles in the area, 
that is, if they are found growing in unin- 
corporated areas outside the municipal- 
ities of Elk Grove Village, Mount Pros- 
p e c t. Rolling Meadows, Arlington 
Heights, and Des Plaines. 


"THIS IS the first time we have taken 


a positive stand on enforcing a weed pro- 
gram." asserted Bernard F. Lee, a town 
board member. 


He said Maulding has been instructed 


to investigate complaints of wild weed 
growth as well as patrol the township 
looking for weeds. 


Residents nn whose property weeds are 


found will be notified by ibe township to 
cut their weeds, according to Lee. If they 
refuse, the thistle commissioner will do 
the task for them and oil! tlie property 
owners, he said. 


If someone refuses to pay, "we'll place 


a lien against their property," said Lee, 
adding that the town board recently 
passed an ordinace to this effect. 


Maulding is experienced in weed cut- 


ting. Lee said, largely because he is a 


landscaper and has the equipment. He 
was chosen by the board over another 
candidate, Gerald Smiley, of Elk Grove 
Village. 


Some of the unincorporated areas the 


thistle commissioner will patrol include 
Forest View subdivision, Lake Briar- 
wood, and Waycinden Park, as well as 
other areas along township roads and 
lots.

Mrs. Patti Lister of Des Plaines is not 


a Women's Lib advocate. She just wants 
to play golf on Saturday mornings. 


"I think it's unfair," says Mrs. Lister, 


who is "teed off" at Mount Prospect 
Park officials because they have closed 
the fairways to members of the fairer 
sex on Saturday and Sunday mornings. 


Mrs. 
Lister, of 1099 Jeanette, has 


threatened to sue the prak board, claim- 
ing her civil rights are being violated, 
unless the park district recants and 
opens up its Mount Prospect Country 
Club golf course to women on week end 
mornings. 


The whole thing started a couple weeks 


ago, says Mrs. Lister, who has played 
golf for four years and says she shoots in 
the "high 50's" for nine holes. 


"My husband and I went to play golf 


on Saturday, June 5. We had a starting 
time at 11:05 but when my husband 
started to pay our greens fee, they told 
me I wasn't allowed to play because I 
was a woman and women weren't 
allowed on the 
course before one 


o'clock," she says. 


"I asked one of the men why they did 


this and he said 'go to the park board, 
lady,' so I did," she says. 


"I 
CALLED THE Civil Liberties 


Union, and I called the Illinois Human 
Relations Commission and the Chicago 
Human Relations Commission and the 
Legal Aid Society and I made a lot of 
other calls trying to get help," said Mrs. 
Lister, who finally was referred to an 
attorney by a women's liberation group. 


"They were the only ones who thought 


it was really wrong and discriminatory 
against women," she says. 


Accompanied by her attorney (a wom- 


an), Mrs. Lister went to the park board, 
where she was told the no-female ruling 
is traditional at the district's golf course. 


Men work all week, the park commis- 


sioner said, and should be allowed to 
play by themselves on week end morn- 
ings. 


The park board attitude didn't sit too 


well with Mrs. Lister or her attorney, 
Judith Atiknson. 


"In effect, what they have done is 


completely outlawed women who work 
from playing golf," says Miss Atkinson. 


"To many men, especially four of the 


five men on the committee who all 
seemed over 50, this isn't any form of 
discrimination because of their chauvi- 
nistic male minds something like this is 
perfectly legitimate," she says; 


An additional park rule giving men tee- 


off times between 5 and 6 p.m. on week 
nights effectively blocks working women 
from playing at all, Miss Atkinson says. 


MISS ATKINSON SAYS she'll submit a 


brief to the park board telling why she 
thinks the no-woman ruling should be 
changed. 


"But if the park board refuses to listen 


to a reasonable argument and provide 
equal access to the golf course for all 
sexes at all hours, we will thai be forced 
to go to federal court," she says. 


Park officials point out that the course 


is open to women on Tuesday, Wednes- 
day and Thursday mornings and men are 
not allowed to play between 7:30 and 9:30 
a.m. on those days. 


"According to law, we cannot dis- 


criminate against anyone because of 
their sex but we have found over the 
years that running the golf course with 
specific times for different groups to 
play gets the most use out of it,'' says 
Park 
Commissioner 
Roland 
Becker, 


chairman of the golf course committee. 


"We can run the golf course in an or- 


derly manner by setting up specific 
times for men's 
leagues, 
women's 


leagues and youth," he says. 


Tom Cooper, park director, says the 


no-woman rule on week end mornings is 
not discriminatory. 


"We set the two days aside for men 


because they work all week. Women who 
are golfers can usually arrange to play 
during the week but Saturdays and Sun- 
days are the only time men can," says 
Cooper. 


BUT ACCORDING TO Mrs. Lister, a 


housewife with two children, she cant 
get out on week days and besides, she 
likes to play golf with her husband. 


"I happen to really enjoy playing 


golf," she says. 


"They said they based the whole thing 


on tradition because men have always 
played on the weekends and women dur- 
ing the week," she said. 


"Well, tradition is old hat and has gone 


out the window. I'm going to follow 
through with this as much as I "can as 
long as it doesn't cost me too much mon- 
ey," she says. 


But, she says, she won't go back to 


Mount Prospect Country club until they 
change the rules. 


"I'm not going to humiliate myself 


again, I'll tell you that," she said. "The 
room was all filled with men and to be 
turned down in front of all of them, well, 
it was kind of frustrating." 


U.S. Office Rejects Request For Handicapped Aid Funds 


The U.S. Office of Education has re- 


jected a request for $175,000 to create a 
research and aid program for handi- 
capped children in Maine Township. 


The request, to fund the first year of a 


proposed $500,000 three-year program for 
pre-school age children, was rejected be- 
cause of lack of federal funds, and be- 
cause the submitted program description 
was not specific enough, Washington offi- 
cials told the Herald. 


Gaydon Brandt, Maine Township spe- 


cial education district director, said the 


district will now seek state funds. Appli- 
cations may be filed again next year 
with the federal agency, he said. 


Brandt said he had gotten a "first 


class bureaucratic runaround" from fed- 
eral officials when he tried to find out 
why they rejected the program. 


Only after Sen. Adlai Stevenson III (D- 


Tllinois) intervened on behalf of the dis- 
trict were some reasons for the reject- 
ion given by the agency and an in- 
vitation made to Brandt to come to 
Washington to discuss specific criticisms, 


he said. 


TERRELL BELL, deputy director of 


school systems in Washington, said his 
agency receives many more applications 
than it can fund. 


Gene Engle, who is in charge of exam- 


ining grants from Illinois, told the Herald 
that 45 applications had been made this 
year, and only 6 had been funded out of 
$679,000 in funds. 


He said the program description was 


too general and statistics quoted were 
not local. 


Project goals, as stated, were hard to 


judge, he said. From the description of 
activities and strategies, it would be dif- 
ficult to know exactly what would be 
done, he said. 


According to Brandt, little research 


has been done on helping handicapped 
youngsters from birth through six years 
of age, when many life-long emotional 
and physical patterns are developed.

those patients needing blood. The result 
has been a rise in the cost of hospital- 
iiation and in the cost of blood," he said. 


"The effect has been particularly sev- 


ere on hemophiliacs and those with a 
sickle cell anemia and other blood dis- 
eases, but without this bill, the decision 
will eventually affect just about every 
citizen of our state," he said 


Juckett indicated that the bill is care- 


fully worded and said he believes it can 
withstand a court test He introduced a 
smiliar bill in 1969 which he said failed 
to pass 


"SINCE THE BILL carries an emer- 


gency clause, I am hopeful the governor 
will give it his immediate attention, so 
that with his signature, it can become 
law as soon as possible," he said. 


"Every day lost can mean greater 


drains on the finances of any family hav- 
ing a member who needs a blood trans- 
fusion and in some cases it would mean 
an irreversible impairment to health," 
he said. 


Juckett said the bill, if signed into law, 


would expire in 1973 and could be 
renewed at that tune if a means for de- 
tecting hepatitis in blood for transfusions 
is not developed.

A Medical Aide 


JESFITI BLINDNESS, Cynthia Lasia- 
f«r hat pursued a medical career. The 
medical -transcriber was named Em- 


ploye of the Year at Holy Family 
Hospital, Des Plaines. 


Medicine has always ranked high on 


the list of interests for Cynthia Lassater 
of Wheeling and even blindness could not 
stop her from a career in medicine. 


The young woman, a medical trans- 


criber in the radiology (X-ray) depart- 
ment at Holy Family Hospital in Des 
Plaines, recently was voted "Employe of 
the Year" by the hospital staff. 


Mrs. Lassater began training for her 


medical career several years ago when 
she became blind while studying to be- 
come a nurse. 


"I had been in nurses training for 2% 


years and had six months to go when I 
started to become blind," she recalled. 
"Of course, I had to quit. I had always 
been interested in medicine. Medical 
transcribing was a related field, so I 
went into it. It wasn't too hard for me, 
because I really wanted to learn and I 
worked at it." 


MRS. LASSATER'S job involves trans- 


cribing doctors' reports on the results of 
X-rays taken in the Holy Family radio- 
logy department. She estimated that she 
types about 75 reports a day. 


Born and raised in Sterling, about 120 


miles southwest of Chicago, Mrs. Lassa- 
ter studied to be a medical typist at the 
Lighthouse for the Blind in Chicago. 


The training program lasted for six 


months. A major part of the program 
involved instruction in the operation of 
the dictaphone and use of the typewriter. 
Learning to type accurately was the 
hardest part of the program, she said. 


While studying at the Lighthouse, Mrs. 


Lassater also met her future husband. 
Also visually handicapped, he manages 
the cafeteria at Ekco Products Co. in 
Wheeling. They have meen married 
nearly two years. 


Reduced Tot' Penalties Favored 


A bill being considered by the Illinois 


Senate, which would greatly reduce the 
penalties for possession of marijuana, 
met with approval yesterday by people 
in Des Plaines close to the drug problem. 


Spokesman from educational, police, 


religious and medical fields favored re- 
ducing penalties for possession of the 
substance, calling current penalties "un- 
realistic" and "out of proportion." 


The same people disagreed with other 


sections of the bill which would also re- 
duce the penalties for persons convicted 
of the sale and distribution of the drug. 


The bill, sponsored by Rep. Gerald 


Shea, D-Chtcago. and presented as part 
of a package from the Illinois Crime In- 
vestigating Commission, was passed by 
the House last week and forwarded to 
the Senate. 


Under current law possession of 25 


grams of marijuana or less, a mis- 
demeanor is punishable up to one year 
in prison and a $1,500 fine. Any amount 
in excess of that is considered ,i felony 
and carries a penalty of from two to 10 
years and from five years to life im- 
prisonment for subsequent convictions. 


House Bill 788 would provide a max- 


imum penalty of 90 days for possession 
of 2 5 grams or less and allows for court 
discretion on whether possession of up to 
30 grams should be prosecuted as a mis- 
demeanor or a felony 


THE MAXIMUM PENALTY provided 


under the bill is one to five years for 
possession of 500 grams or more, with a 
maximum of seven years for subsequent 
convictions. 


Similarly the penalties for sale of the 


weed would be lessened under the bill. 
Conviction on the sale of any amount of 
marijuana, a felony, carries a 10-year to 
life sentence. The sale of 2.5 grams or 
less under the new bill would provide for 
a maximum penalty of 180 days. Also the 
sale of up to 30 grams could be consid- 
ered either a misdemeanor or felony 


The sentence for persons convicted of 


the sale of more than 500 grams would 
be one to seven years, with a maximum 
of 10 years for subsequent convictions. 


The sale, by a person 18 years of age 


or more, to a person 18 years or less, but 
at least three years junior to the seller, 
could carry double penalties under the 
new bill. 


Sgt. Kenneth Fredericks, Des Plaines 


police juvenile officer, said he thought 
the proposed new penalties are "more 
realistic than before," because they 
eliminate the mandatory prosecution of 
possession of small amounts as felonies. 
Fredericks lauded the double penalty 
clause regarding sale to minors, stating, 
"We have to protect the younger ones. 
I'd like to see them stiffen the penalties 
for selling to juveniles."

Russell said he feels the penal- 
ties should not be the same for posses- 
sion of marijuana as they are, for ex- 
ample, for the possession of heroin. 


"Perhaps this is a step to facing the 


real issue," he added. "We have to deal 
with the problems that lead to the use of 
marijuana instead of treating these 
people by locking them up." 


Russell's opinions on the best way to 


handle persons who smoke marijuana 
were echoed by two young people active 
in the city. 


Suzanne Bednarz, president of the City 


Council's Youth Advisory Committee, re- 
acted to the possible reduction in penal- 
ties by saying, "The type of imprison- 
ment is more important than the term." 
Miss Bednarz explained that she is more 
concerned with the treatment given dur- 
ing the imprisonment. 


Chris DeVoney, president of the Maine 


Townshif. Teenage Democrats and state 
chairman of the Illinois Teenage Demo- 
crats, said he thinks a special drug train- 
ing program is needed, to "restore the 
user and seller to full citizenship." 


DeVoney, who agreed the penalties 


should be reduced, said the bill still does 
not provide what is really needed, "a 
new direction in the entire penal sys- 
tem." 


MERLIN SCHULTZ, coordinator of pu- 


pil service for High School Dist. 207, 
feesl the current penalties "are unrealis- 
tic and too severe." Schultz, who opposes 
legalization of marijuana, said he does 
not think society should condone the use 
of the substance, but added, "The penal- 
ties are too severe in comparison with 
other crimes." 


Two doctors at Forest Hospital, both 


close to drug users and the drug situ- 
ation, also agreed the penalties for pos- 
session should be reduced. 


Dr. Robert Simon, director of medical 


services at the hospital who has done ex- 
tensive lecturing on the subject, said he 
was generally in favor of "being more 
flexible and the user and penalizing the 
seller " 


Simon favored allowing the prosecution 


of certain cases of sale of marijuana as 
misdemeanors, because he feels there is 
a big difference between casual dis- 
tribution and the sellers "who make a 
big business out of it." 


Simon added, "Laws are not the solu- 


tion to the problem. A kid on his first 
experience shouldn't be locked up in jail. 
They are sick kids before they get on 
drugs, and those who continue to use it 
need help. Penalties focus on the wrong 
issue." 


Dr. Dennis Lipoff, a specialist in be- 


havior modification with adolescents at 
the hospital, agreed with both the reduc- 
tion in penalties for possession and more 
stringent penalties for the sale of the 
drug. 


THE REDUCED PENALTIES pro- 


vided for in the bill were opposed by 
Rep. Robert S. Juckett, R-Park Ridge, 
who said, "It's going too far." 


Juckett, who voted against the bill in 


the House, said he votedf in the last ses- 
sion to lower possession from a felony to 
a misdemeanor. "Everyone says 'get af- 
ter the pusher' and then they lower the 
penalties on the pusher." 


Juckett added, "We can eliminate all 


drug crime very simply — by making it 
all legal. That seems to be the approach 
these days, but I don't think it's good." 


Generally, the. people who agreed with 


lowering the penalties for possession 
were not in favor of legalizing mari- 
juana. 


Dr. Lipoff said he opposed legalization 


because he feels there has not yet been 
enough research done on the drug. "It 
seems to have an effect on perceptions," 
he said, "and when they're no longer sat- 
Lfied with marijuana they go on to 
some thing more powerful. Many of them 
don't know what they're taking." 


Russell, who agreed more information 


is needed before he would favor legal- 
ization, said he looks for the perfection of 
a euphoric substance that would be 
harmless and sold in drugstores, before 
marijuana will be legalized.

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Ask Zoning Denial For Housing Plan 


by SANDRA J. BROWNING 


The Arlington Heights Plan Commis- 


sion voted Wednesday to recommend de- 
nial of reaming to allow a moderate-in- 
come housing project on the Viatorian 
land. 


The request for rezoning, presented by 


the Metropolitan Housing Development 
Corporation, will now be forwarded to 
the Arlington Heights Village Board for a 
final decision, probably at the board's 
first meeting in July. 


The commission's decision, passed by 


a 9-2 vote, was greeted by loud applause 
from the audience. 


Lincoln Green, the moderate-income 


housing development, was proposed for a 
15-acre portion of the land that also in- 
cludes St. Viator High School, 1213 E. 
Oakton St. The housing site fronts on Eu- 
clid Street between Drury Lane and Dry- 
den Place. At present, the site is zoned 
for single-family units and the MHDC 
was requesting multi-family zoning. 


THE PROPOSAL includes 100 one-bed- 


room, 48 two-bedroom, 30 three-bedroom 
and 12 four-bedroom units for a total of 
190. The $4 million development would 
include two-story townhouse-styled apart- 
ments and would rent to moderate in- 
come families earning between $5,000 
and $12,000. 


During SlHDC's presentation, Marvin 


Chandler, its president, said if the devel- 
opment was approved MHDC would form 
a citizens advisory group to help in plan- 
ning and managing the development. 


"All individuals and organizations who 


have shown an interest, favorable or oth- 
erwise, in the development" would be 
asked to serve on the committee, Chan- 
dler said. 


He said members of the committee 


would be appointed by the village presi- 
dent and MHDC would work to try to 
implement the committee's suggestions. 


Chandler said MHDC officials wanted 


to reaffirm their willingness "to work 
with the citizens of Arlington Heights to 
make the development an asset to the 
community." 


WILLIAM J. MOORE, attorney repre- 


senting two homeowiijrs groups in the 
area of the project, said he would like to 
eliminate "the social issue, which is on 
the conscience of us all" from the dis- 
cussion. 


He asked the commission to look at the 


issue as a question of land use in a par- 
ticular location. 


Moore said some of MHDC's reports 


and studies included conclusions that 
were "self-serving and self-drawn." 


The attorney said there might be a 


place somewhere in the village for mod- 
erate-income housing, but the Viatorian 
land wasn't it. 


In making the motion for denial, Leo 


Mueller, a member of the plan commis- 
sion, said that at no point had it been 
shown that the development was not 
high-density spot zoning. He said the 
plan commission would be "derelict in 
its duties to approve the project."

Official Sees Low-Income Housing As Impractical 


by BOB LAIIEY 


Arlington Heights Mayor Jack Walsh 


Wednesday told a group seeking to "open 
up the suburbs" to low-income housing 
that their goal is politically impractical 
and infeasible. 


He said the answer to the problem lies 


in development of new communities. 


Walsh appeared before about 150 advo- 


cates of suburban low-income housing at 
the same time that the village Plan Com- 
mission was hearing arguments on the 
proposed Lincoln Green moderate-in- 
come housing project on the St. Viator 
High School land. 


The meeting in Chicago was sponsored 


by the National Council of Christians and 
Jews and was attended by leaders of 17 
organizations such as the Leadership 
Council for Metropolitan Open Housing, 
the League of Women Voters, the 
NAACP. the North Suburban Housing 
Coalition and others. Walsh was the only 
elected official on the program. 


During brief remarks following the 


main address of the evening, Walsh told 
the group, "To my mind there is a cer- 
tain degree of Impracticality in the way 
you are trying to inject low income hous- 
ing into suburban communities." 


Asked by a member of the audience to 


amplify that remark, he declared, "Po- 


litically, this is not a popular thing — I 
think it's not even a feasible thing." 


Walsh declared that he had a deep con- 


cern over the question of low income 
housing, but that he had made no com- 
mitment on it. "Being an avocational 
mayor and a vocational businessman, I 
find great demands on my time," he 
said. 


"I cannot enjoy the luxury of any com- 


mitment which does not lead to practical 
results." 


Walsh reiterated his invitation to Chi- 


cago Mayor Richard J. Daley to meet 
with suburban officials for a joint dis- 
cussion on low-income housing in the en- 
tire metropolitan area. 


He noted that repeated invitations to 


Daley have been ignored. "I think a 
great many suburban officials could be 
brought together if Daley would cooper- 
ate. Then we could commence to begin 
attacking the problem." 


Walsh said he hopes "to continue to 


approach the problem with an open 
mind." But, he said, "I don't think the 
answer is in whether Arlington Heights 
accepts the Viatorian project. I don't 
think the answer is in putting a few 
homesites in a city of thousands and 
thousands of people." 


Referring to a need for a com- 


prehensive metropolitan approach to 
housing, he said, "Nobody has even told 
me yet how many people need to be ac- 
commodated." 


"I think the answer lies in the new 


towns concept." 


Walsh defended suburban zoning regu- 


lations which had been described by oth- 
er speakers as exclusionary of the poor. 
"I would like to point out," he said, "that 
Ihey were not designed and have not 
been perpetuated for the purpose of ex- 
cluding anyone." • He said most were 
written 10 to 15 years ago for the purpose 
of "developing the community properly." 


Earlier in the meeting, the executive 


director of the Miami Valley (Ohio) Re- 
gional Planning Commission had de- 
scribed how the commission launched a 
low-income housing plan through an 
agreement among Dayton suburbs to 
each accept a "fair-share" of projects. 


He said a major obstacle had been to 


get the first community to agree, be- 
cause each mayor felt he would be 


"opening the blow-off valve to peole in 


the city of Dayton and they would all be 
ADC mothers, all blacks." 


At the beginning of his remarks Walsh 


jokingly said he had been invited be- 
cause he happened to be "the guy who is 
sitting with his hand on the pin of the 
pop-off valve."

when he started the "test" that DDT in 
its pure state does not affect the diges- 
t i v e system. If he had mixed it with a 
carrier, as it used in insect control, it 
unuld he another story. Then if he in- 
luilrd it or absorbed it in his blood 
stream through a cut, he would have 
himself a "test " Only he wouldn't be 
nnmnd to tell about it. 


THE SECOND INCIDENT is a demon- 


stration plot experiment at Arcola, III. 


i Rockome Gardens), which has received 
considerable publicity through University 
of Illinois Extension sources. 


Two gardens are being grown side by 


side One is being nurtured with chem- 
ical fertilizers, insecticides and fung- 
icides. The other is being left "as nature 
has provided." The University of Illinois 
Douglas County Extension Service seeks 
to prove the necessity of continuing the 
use of chemical fertilizers and pesticides. 


The fault in the test lies in the fact that 


the plot left to grow unaided cannot be

considered "grown organically" as is 
being insinuated. This is just plain neg- 
lect — not organic gardening. Organic 
gardening incorporates composts and an- 
imal manures, grass clippings, and 
meals for fertilizing, mulches for con- 
trolling weeds and maintaining moisture, 
and companion planting and soil enrich- 
ment for repelling bugs. 


Doing nothing but plunking in seeds 


and watching them die from neglect is 
not organic gardening. 


IT IS COMMON knowledge that chem- 


ical companies subsidize research pro- 
grams at land grant universities. And af- 
ter all, the schools can't afford to lose 
their "angels." In both incidents the mo- 
tive is strictly economics. 


Neither of these tests are fair. The 


first can even be considered "screw- 
ball." The only thing they do prove is 
that people who have alliances with 
chemical industry interests are begin- 
ning to feel threatened enough to resort 
to promotional stunts' in order to defend 
their position. 


It would be far wiser to begin doing 


unbiased, serious research. 


THE SAD THING about these so-called 


"tests" is that the wide publicity they 
receive only further confuses the general 
public. 


But speaking of organic gardening,

But like the fellow who for- 
gets to check to see if .in appliance is 
plugged in before calling a repairman 
there are certain things we forget to 
check for ourselves. There also are cer- 
tian basic maintenance procedures that 
we all can do. 


itemember to check your car before 


you travel. If it is tune for a professional 
going over — or anywhere near the time 


— get it done. No point in being stranded 
in strange territory later on. 


Since modern autos need and get less 


service because of self-adjusting brakes 
and fewer oil changes, there are fewer 
opportunities for a trained mechanic to 
spot the beginning of trouble. 


Check the condition of the fan belt 


yourself. There should be a play of a 
half-inch but no more than that. Look for 
signs of fraying. A loose belt will result 
in faulty generator operation and in- 
efficient cooling. 


Check the radiator. If water is rusty or 


filled with scum, flush out the radiator 
and replace with fresh water. 


The air passages in the radiator core 


often fill up with dirt, leaves and dead 
bugs. When you wash your car, take the 
time to direct a stream of water through 
the radiator core from the inside. 


Don't overfill the radiator, gas tank or 


battery in hot weather. 


When you fill the tank try to do so 


while you still have some driving ahead 
of you, especially if the weather is hot. 
You can then lower the level of the fuel 
by using it instead of finding it m a 
puddle around your parked car. 


Check tire pressure but do so when the 


tires are cool Let the car stand a few 
hours if you have been driving since heat 
builds up pressure inside the tires. 


Don't bleed air from tires when they 


are hot. Let them cool, then check the 
pressure. 


If you've been driving a long time on a 


hot day let your engine cool off by idling 
it a few moments before turning it off. 
This will drain off some heat and can 
prevent damage to engine parts. (News- 
paper Enterprise Assn.)

the half-dime and dime in the Seated 
Liberty series. It makes sense if for no 
other reason than to breck tie monotony. 


It all began with the introduction of 


Christian Gobrecht'.° Seated Liberty de- 
sign in 1836. Once approved as an accept- 
able obverse device, the Lady on a Rock 
first appeared on the half-dime and dime 
in 1837 with a plain and visually simple 
reverse. (Combination A) 


One year later, 13 stars were added to 


the obvers field (Combination B) and in 
1840 
Liberty was slightly upgraded in 


keeping with the times. She was placed 
on a smaller rock, still holding the Union 
shield but this time in un extreme vertic- 
al position. The reverse remained un- 
changed. 


Combination C is a transitional pattern 


piece struck in 1859 merely to judge the 
effectiveness of the new design and not 
as a legitimate coin. Although a few of 
these patterns are known to exist, they 
were never placed in circulation. Note 
that there is no indication of the issuing 
authority, "United States of America," 
on either side. 


V'hile all this was going on with the 


dime, the same thing was happening to 
the half-dime, an obvious economy mea- 
sure, since the dies for 
1 the half-dime and 


dime could be cut from the same master 
art. 


AS A REVERSE design, the two half- 


wreaths of cotton, corn, wheat and to- 
bacco were deemed proper and in 1860 


(combination D) was issued. Liberty was 
untouched but the required United States 
of America suitably replaced the 13 
stars. 


This design existed for 31 years, 1860 to 


1891, which was six years longer than the 
mandatory 25-year design service period. 
But in all, Gobrecht's Lady on a Rock 
outlasted any other design with the ex- 
ception of the Lincoln head on our pre- 
sent cent. 


Oddly enough, the title of this article 


did not end with the discontinuance of 
the Seated Liberty dime in 1891. The 
Rarber-head series issued from 1892 to 
idJS differed only on the obverse. The 
reverse in combination D remained. 
* * *

Question Your Tax Bill 


by DAVE CRIPPEN 


There is no good reason for a property 


owner who thinks he is getting "stung" 
on his tax bill to sit back and take it 
without a whimper. 


If he suspects the assessed valuation 


reflected on the bill Is erroneous, he may 
go to the assessor's Office of Taxpayer's 
Assistance on the third floor of the Coun- 
ty Building, 118 N. Clark, Chicago. 
There, a complete review of his property 
records will be conducted, and, if a mis- 
take is found, the tax bill will be adjust- 
ed. 


On the other hand, if the assessment is 


found to be correct, the property owner 
determined to lower his valuation must 
take formal action through the Board of 
(tax) Appeals. This, however, in no way 
affects his most recent tax bill. 


"Once tax bills are issued, there is ab- 


solutely no recourse at the Board of Ap- 
peals." explains Harry Semrow, one of 
two elected board members. But appeal 
action does offer the hope of tax relief on 
future bills. 


EACH PARCEL OF property In Cook 


County Is reassessed once every four 
years, in accordance with state law. Be- 
cause of the scope of the Job, the "qua- 
drennials" are conducted on a continuing 
basis by breaking up Cook County into 
four geographic areas or quadrants. 


For example, Schaumburg, Elk Grove 


and Maine townships are among 10 town- 
ships making up Quadrant Number Two, 
and will undergo reassessment during 
1973. 


At the same time, the Board of Ap- 


peals each year sets up its schedule of 
hearings by geographic area, designating 
by township 10-day periods during which 
it will receive formal protests. 


"The sequence in which we hear com- 


plaints depends on when the assessor de- 
livers his (assessment) books," explains 
Harry Semrow, one of two members 
elected to the Board of Appeals. He em- 
phasizes that a taxpayer «eekinp board 
action must file a complaint during the 
10-day period set aside for his township. 


"OTHERWISE, we can do nothing for 


him until the next session," says Sem- 
row. 


Currently, notices of bearings are pub- 


lished in newspaper legal advertise- 
ments, as required by state law. Or a 
taxpayer may find out when his town- 
ship's 10-day filing period is by callbg 
the Board of Appeals office, 321-5542. 


If a property owner hopes to gain any 


measure of long-term relief in his assess- 
ment, he would be wise to appeal during 
the session immediately following the 
quadrennial, officials stress. Otherwise, 
be may find himself going back before 
the board one, two or three years later, 
for even in the wake of a favorable ap- 
peal, the couny assessor normally will 
push the assessment back up during the 
regular four-year review. 


kEven following this advice, tax offi- 


cials say, the taxpayer bent on keeping 
his assessment down would probably 
have to file protests at least once every 
four years. 


"If the board grants relief, it normally 


will extend only to the next quadren- 
nial," Semrow explains 


BOARD OF APPEALS officials em- 


phasize a homeowner must personally 
file his protest. In the case of a business, 
the attorney representing the firm may 
file. 


After filing, the property owner will be 


notified of the exact time and date set 
for his hearing. 


The appeals board, as a quasi-judicial 


body, can make judgments only on the 
basis of facts. This, in turn, makes it 
incumbent on the appellant to be well 
armed with evidence substantiating a 
claim of over-assessment. 


Such evidence takes many forms It 


may be a sales contract showing proper- 
ty value depressed because of neighbor- 
hood deterioration. Or it could be a buy- 
er-seller agreement reflecting a market 
price sharply reduced from the original 
value on which the assessor's reproduc- 
tion cost was determined when the home 
was new. 


Other evidence could be tax state- 


ments, income records, photographs or 
documentation by a professional ap- 
praiser. 


Essentially, anything in black and 


white that supports claims of over-as- 
sessment will be considered by the 
board. 


THE TWO MEMBERS of the Board of 


Appeals hear from 6,000 to 10,000 cases 
annually during a "session" that may 
last as long as 11 months. 


The most recent session began in June 


of last year and, after a series of stor- 
my hearings involving Chicago loop 
building owners, finally came to an1 end 
in late April. 


County officials blamed in part, the un- 


precedented 2V4-month delay in issuing 
1970 tax bills on the heavy schedule be- 
fore the board. 


Once the hearings are completed, tax 


records are returned to the county asses- 
sor's office for the necessary adjust- 
ments prior to billing. 


"We're the last people to have any- 


thing to do with tax bills, so to speak," 
Semrow notes. 


The appeals process is the only re- 


course available to property owners, 
snort of formal legal action, which nor- 
mally is too costly and troublesome for 
the average homeowner to take. 


COUNTY OFFICIALS sternly warn the 


disgruntled taxpayer not to ignore his 
tax bill. Unpaid taxes are 
ultimately 


"auctioned off to buyers who will charge 
the property owner hefty interest rates to 
reclaim the funds. 


And repeated non-payment of taxes 


can lead to forfeiture of property.

rean section as will the second, and he is 
a little worried. 


But at 8:30 a.m., Tom Harris became 


the father of a second child. "It's a fine 
looking girl," a smile beamed across his 
face declared his ordeal was over. 


"I WALKED A little more the first 


time, and did a little more reading this 
time through," he-said. 


As Harris told his joys of relief, Mi- 


chael Sullivan, was still awaiting word of 
his wife's delivery. It was nearly 10:30. 


Already an "oldtimer" at the matern- 


ity waiting game, Harris said he wasn't 
concerned about a boy or girl, "just so 
it's healthy." 


A father of four children, two boys and 


two girls, he still could manage only to 
sit on the couch a few minutes before 
pacing the floor to the water cooler and 
back again, repeating the same routine. 


"We've had an April Fool's baby, one 


that was born on April 1, and this one 
will be a Father's Day baby," Sullivan 
commented. 


HAKRis AND SULLIVAN were only 


two of the more than 2,400 area men who 
could celebrate Father's Day this Sun- 
day, after many anxious moments in the 
waiting room at Northwest Community 
Hospital. The father's waiting room was 
one of the ten most crowded in Illinois 
last year, according to hospital spokes- 
man Jack Ryan. 


"We seldom lose a baby or a mother, 


but we've been worried about some of 
the fathers," Ryan laughed. 


Walking down the corridor of the hospi- 


tal were Mr. and Mrs. Dennis Collins, 
first-time parents from Mount Prospect. 
"I just feel elated," said 27-year-old Col- 
lins, as he helped his wife into an await- 


ing car with their four-day-old child. 


At nearby St. Alexius Hospital in Elk 


Grove Village, the maternity wards were 
nearly vacant and the father's waiting 
room empty. 


Last year, nearly 2,000 expectant fa-

"ONE FATHER SAID, after a baby- 


was delivered recently, he wished it 
would have been twins to keep from go- 
ing through the same thing again. Most 
are too nervous to eat. Many of them 
smoke a phenomenal number of ciga- 
rettes." 


Mrs. Shad Helmstetter, head of the St. 


Alexius newborn nursery, had a bit of 
insight into the anxious fathers who wor- 
ry and hope. "They are emotionally in- 
volved. And after the baby is born, some 
stand at the window for 20 minutes or 
more just looking at their child." 


"They are so proud, some even shed a 


tear."
